The Briand ministry has been at- 
tacked in the French parliament re- 
peatedly during the last few weeks on 
account of its economic policy. It suc- 
ceeded the Viviani cabinet in October, 
1915, and was reorganized last Decem- 
ber 12, When the number of minis- 
terial portfolios was decreased and a 
War council appointed. The war coun- 
cil included Premier Briand, M. Ribot, 
minigter of finance; Gen. Lyautey, min- 
ister of war; Rear Admiral Lacaze, 
minister of marine, and M. Thomas, 
minister of national manufactures. 

Attacks by the opposition in parlia- 
ment resulted on Wednesday in the 
sudden resignation of Gen. Lyautey as 
minister of war. The chamber of depu- 
ties had held a secret session Wedneg- 
day, in which the French aviation ser- 
vice was discussed. No specific at- 
tack was made on Gen. Lyautey, and it 
was explained that his resignation, 
which he refused to reconsider, resulted 
from his ignorance of parliamentary 
procedure.

Washington, March 17.—President 
Wilson tonight telegraphed representa- 
tives of the railroads and their em- 
ployees meeting in New York express- 
ing pleasure over the agreement to 
postpone the theratened nation-wide 
strike until Monday and earnestly urg- 
ing that further conferences be held 
to draw the two sides closer togeth- 
er. The president's message follows: 

I am exceedingly glad that the con- 
ferences have been reopened, and that 
the prospect of a settlement looks 
brighter. 

“I hope earnestly for the sake of all 
concerned and most of all for the sake 
of the nation, that the two parties will 
continue to draw closer together and 
that a little further conference will 
lead to the result the entire country 
hopes for and expects.” 

The president sent his new appeal 
after he had received word from Secre- 
tary Lane that the negotiations would 
be continued tomorrow. Mr. Lane did 
not go into details but held out hopes 
for a satisfactory settlement. 

The president was said to be hope- 
ful of an agreement which would re- 
lieve him of taking drastic steps to 
prevent the crippling of the nation’s 
resources in the face of an interna- 
tional crisis. 

Supreme Court May Decide. 

Whether the supreme court, on whose 
course future moves in the contro- 
versy may hinge, will deliver an opin- 
mained a subject of speculation.

Governor Nat Harris has.drawn a 
‘model’ bill, which Monday afternoon 
at a special meeting of legislators to 
be held in the Kimball house, he will 
submit to the law makers of the state. 

This bill, it is thought, will be passed 
with but few changes. When the bill is 
delivered to the conference Monday the 
legislators will be invited to suggest 
such changes as they think necessary 
or agree to pass the bill in the shape 
it appears when leaving the hands of 
the state’s chief executive.

DROP OF $190,000,000, 
NU. S, FOREIGN TRADE 


Figures Show the Effect of 
Germany’s Ruthless Sub- 
marine Warfare. 


Washington, March 17.—American 
foreign trade decreased approximately 
$190,000,000 during February, the first 
month of Germany’s unrestricted sub- 
marine warfare. In a statement issued 
today the department of commerce 
gives the decrease in exports as $147,- 
032,659 and the decrease in imports of 
$42,239,685. 

February exports totaled $466,523,034 
as compared with the corrected total 
of $613,556,693 in January. The total 
purchases abroad in February were 
$199,576,597, against $241,816,232 in Jan- 


uary. ; 

The falling off in exports and im- 
ports was due, in the opinion of de- 
partment officials, almost wholly to 
Germany’s unrestricted submarine war- 
fare. 

Exports for the eight months end- 
ing with February were $4,080,695,942 
compared with $2,584882,726 in the 
same period of 1916, and $1,634,466,017 © 
in 1915. Imports for the eight months 
were $1,547,931,578 compared with $1,- 
291,072,933 in 1916 and $1,055,631,627 
in 1915. 

The excess of exports over imports 
in February was $266,946,487 and $2.,- 
532,764,364 for the eight months. 

Gold imports totaled $103,766,495 in 
February; exports $22,068,059. Imports 
of gold for the eight months were 

661,703,840 compared with exports of

Wurm Murder, or Knows 


WILL INDICT DOGAN 
ON MURDER CHARGE 


Negro Had Hand in John 


the Guilty Parties, Accord- 
ing to Belief of Solicitor’s 
Force. 


The probe which was recently re- 
newed into the John Wurm’ murder 
mystery by Solicitor General John A. 
Boykin is now bearing fruit, the an- 
nouncement being made Saturday that 
it is proposed to indict Vaster Dogan, 
a negro suspect, on the charge of mur- 
der, 

Dogan was recently brought back to 
the city, and at present is held on an 
indictment charging larceny. It is 
said at the solieitor general's office 
that conclusive evidence has been dis- 
covered showing that if Dogan was not 
an actual participant in the murder of 
the Wurm boy, he knows enough about 
the crime to enable investigators to 
SOlve the mystery if he can be per- 
Suaded to talk. 

The grand jury will be asked to in- 
dict Dogan at its next session the ear- 
ly part of this week, according to the 
solicitor’s office. Mr. Boykin, direct- 
ing a group of deteatives from police 
headquarters, including John Starnes 
and Pat Campbell, who were at first 
detailed to the Wurm mystery, and 
members of the solicitor general’s own 
Staff, has been secretly probing the 
Wurm murder for several weeks. 

New Developmenta, 

It looked for a time as though the 
Wurm slaying would go unavenged. 
New discoveries were made, however, 
a short time back, and the solicitor’s 
office took up the hunt. Clews were 
unearthed which directed the probe into 
an entirely different channel from 
that followed by the detectives who 
first worked on the case. Names hith- 
erto unsuspected were brought into 
the mystery. 

Working day and night, the investi- 
gators accumulated evidence sufficient 
“*o direct their attention to the negro 
Dogan, who, since he testified in’ the 
preliminary hearing in municipal court, 
had left the city. He was wanted on 
a larceny charge, so he was extradited, 
and the grand jury returned an indict- 
ment which insured the negro’s re- 
maining in the city. 

For several days he has been sub- 
jected to thorough examinations. De- 
Spite the fact that he adheres to his 
original story as a whole, investigators 
say he has furnished clews which jus- 
tify the murder indictment which So- 
licitor Boykin will ask. The jury has 
assured the solicitor of co-operation in 
his efforts to solve the Wurm mys- 
tery. 

Vaster Dogan is a young negro and 
was employed on the night shift of 
the Atlantic Steel plant, from which 
John Wurm disappeared on the night 
of his murder last summer. He is the 
last man known to have seen the van- 
ished timgkeeper before his disap- 
pearance. He was acquainted with 
young Wurm and had talked with him 
a short time before he left the plant 
at 9 o’clock the night he was slain.

Accordingly, a 
member of the duma committee and one 
of the ministers of the new cabinet 
proceeded to Pskoff and had an inter- 
view with the emperor in the presence 
of General Nicholas V. Ruzsky, a mem- 
ber of the council of the empire and of 
the supreme military council; Baron W. 
Fredericks, minister of the court; 
Count Ngrishkin and others, 

After relating to the emperor the

‘DUKE MICHAEL 
TO ACCEPT POWER 
IF RUSSIANS WISH 


London, March 17.—Grand Duke 
‘Michael has accepted the throne of 
Russia, eonditioned on the consent of 
the Russian people, according to a 
statement received here today from the 
semi-official Russian news agency. 

The statement follows: 

“Grand Duke Michael Alexandrovitch, 
accepting: the throne from his brother, 
declares that he does so only with the 
;consent of the Russian people, who 
‘Should by a plebiscite establish a new 
[form of government and new funda- 
mental laws.” 

The declaration made by the Grand 
Duke on his acceptance of the throne, 
as given out by the news agency, reads 
as tollows: 

“This heavy responsibllity has come 
to me at the voluntary request of my 
brother, who has transferred the im- 
perial thone to me during a period of 
warfare which is accompanied with un- 
precedented popular disturbances. 

“Moved by the thought which is in 
the minds of the entire people, that 
the good of the country is paramount, 
I have adopted the firm resolution to 
aceept the supreme power only if this 
be the will of our great people, who, 
by a plebiscite organized by their rep- 
resentatives in a constituent assembly, 
shall establish a form of government 
and new fundamental laws for the 
iussian state. 

“Consequently, invoking the bene- 
diction of our Lord, I-urge all citizens 
of Russia to submit to the provisional 
government established upon the initli- 
ative of the duma and invested with 
full plenary powers, until such time, 
which will follow with as little delay 
as possible, as the constituent assem- 
bly, on a basis of universal, direct, 
equal and secret suffrage shall, by its 
decision as to the new form of gov-

Put Embargo on Supplies 
For Allies. 


Mexico City, March 17.—In answer to 
the communication of'the United States 
to the Mexican note which proposed 
that the neutral] nations unite in an 


Or as an alternative, place an embargo 
On shipments to belligerent countries, 
the Mexican government issued tonight 
through the foreign office an absolute 
declaration of neutrality, asserting in 
definite terms that it is the determina- 
tion of Mexico to devote its efforts to 
keeping any country on this continent 
rom taking part in the European war. 
The Mexican statement also sets 
forth that it will. continue its efforts 
with neutral countries with the object 
of securing European peace. The text 
of the Mexican communication follows: 

“In view of the answer of the United 
States to the note which the first chief 
directed to the governments of the neu- 
tral countries in favor of peace, the 
government of Mexico proposes to co- 
operate with its effort to avoid that 
any of the countries of this continent 
take part in the European conflict, and 
will continue its efforts with neutral 
countries with the object of securing 
European peace.” 

The American ambassador, Henry P. 
Fletcher, called at the foreign office to 
discuss the ‘Mexican answer, which was 
shown to him then. Candido Aguilar, 
the foreign minister, had a conference 


with Ambassador Fletcher at the em- 
bassy late last night. He refused to 
make any statement tonight further 
than the official communication, and 
the American ambassador was equally 
reticent. 

The American note was made nub- 
lic here at the same time as the Mexi- 
can statement. It said in effect that 
the United States was vunable to join, 
as Mexico had proposed, in a communt- 
cation of the neutral powers ¢o the 
belligerents to bring the war to an end, 
enther through their own efforts or 
through the mediation of neutrals, be- 
cause the president had already made 
such a proposal and one of the hellig- 
erents had simplv increased its efforts.

South Georgia Judgeship | 
Appointment—The Situa-| 


With Ad Interim Appoint- 
ment Possible. 


Washington, March 17.—(Special.)— 
The adjournment of the United States 
senate without appointment and con- 
firmation of a judge for the southern 
district of Georgia precipitates a situa- 
tion which will present interesting 
features in connection with the con- 
test for that coveted position. 

Immediately following the death of 
Judge Lambdin, the Georgia senators 
agreed to press the name of Hon. John 
T. West for appointment as his suc- 
cessor, in recognition of long continued 
and consistent loyalty to their politi- 
cal fortunes. 

Announcement of this program was 
the occasion for etrong protest from 
all section's of the state, and from rep- 
resentatives in congress who insisted 
that judiciary appointments should be 
based upon considerations of merit and 
experience and should not be dealt with 
as rewards for factional service in’ 
local politics, 

The administration lent an approv- 
ing ear to this protest, and the depart- 
ment of justice turned down the joint 
nomination of the Georgia senators and 
recommended the appointment of Judge 
Frank Park, an able lawyer, who had 
served upon the state bench and who 
had been free from factional affilia- 
tions. 

Senators Serve Notice. 

Both Senators Smith and Hardwick 
served notice upon the administration 
that it would be useless to present the 
name of Judge Park to the senate, as 
they would fight confirmation of the 
appointment on the ground that it was 
personally objectionable to them. 

In the meantime, they offered the 
name of Hon. W. W. Osborne for the 
succession, but the organized opposi- 
tion of the prohibition element in 
Georgia to the suggested appointment 
caused the Georgia senators to with- 
draw their support, while his’ name 
was under consideration. 

The department of justice then con- 
sidered separately the names of Judge 
W. E, Thomas, Judge J. L Bennett, 
Judge George T. Cann, Merrill Han- 
sell, H. B. Strange, W. H. Barrett, W. 
A. Covington and Congressman Ed- 
wards, but none of these suggestions 
was accepted by the Georgia senators 
as satisfactory to them. 

Recently the department of justice 
has had under favorable consideration 
the name of Judge U. V. Whipple, who 
has served with distinction as judge 
of the superior court of his circuit, and 
who has not been prominently identi- 
fled with any faction in local politics. 

It is understood that President Wil- 
son, after investigating his record and 
qualifications, approved the nomina- 
tion of Judge Whipple, but that it was 
not sent ‘to the senate for confirma- 
tion on account of notice that the ap- 
pointment, if made, would not go 
through without a fight on the floor 
of the senate. 

It seems to be generally conceded in 
Washington that Senator Smith, after 
the defeat of his bill to provide a way 
for the appointment of Reuben Arnold 
as judge in the northern district of 
Georgia, was not inclined to further 
press the plan to use the vacancy in 


the southern district as a Political re- 
ward, and that he acquainted his col- 
league in the senate with his purpose 
to abandon the joint fight which had 
been waged by them concerning the 
appointment.

PARADISE— WHAT OF THE SPIRITS IN 
PRISON? 


BY DR. JAMES E. TALMAGE

We believe that, through the Atonement of Christ, all mankind may be 
saved, by obedience to the laws and ordinances of the Gospel. 


No limitation is here expressed with respect to the living or the dead. 
Who are the living but the few just now tabernacled in mortal bodies, des- 
tined sooner or later to die? Who are the dead but the uncounted myriads who 
vnce lived in the flesh and have already passed to the world of the disem- 
bodied? If the Atonement accomplished by the Lord Jesus Christ be a means 
of salvation to the few only who constituted the living during some specific 
eriod, or even to all who have heard and accepted the Gospel while in the 

ody, the sacrifice made by the Son of God becomes of limited and emall effect. 
The sure word of Scripture declares otherwise. 


Christ affirmed that His mission as the Redeemer and Savior of the race 
extended beyond the grave. Consider the profound significance of His words: 
“Verily, verily, I say unte you, the hour is coming, and now is, when the 
dead shall hear the voice of the Son of God: and they that hear shall live. . 
Marvel not at this: for the hour is coming in the which all that are in the graves 
shall hear His voice, and shall come forth; they that have done good, unto the 
resurrection of life; and they that have done evil, unto the resurreetion of 
damnation.” (John 5:25-29.) 


Jesus Christ died upon the cross in the literal sense in which all mep 
die. While the corpse lay in the rock-hewn sepulcher the immortal Christ ex- 
isted as a disembodied Spirit. Where was He, and what were His activities in 
the interval between His death on Calvary and His emergence from the tomb 
with spirit and body reunited—a resurrected Soul? The most natural assumption 
is that He went where the spirits of the dead ordinarily go; and that in the 
sense in which He had been while in the flesh a Man among men, He was dur- 
ing the period of disembodiment a Spirit among spirits. he Scriptures con- 
firm this conception as true. 

While in the bodiless state our Lord ministered among the departed, both 
in Paradise and in the prison realm where dwelt in a state of durance the 
spirits of the disobedient. ‘To this effect testified Peter: “For Christ also hath 
once suffered for sins, the just for the unjust, that He might bring us to 
God, being put to death in the flesh, but quickened by the Spirit: By which 
also He went and preached unto the spirits in prison.” (I. Peter 3:18, 19.) 

And further: “For this cause was the gospel preached also to them 
that are dead, that they might be judged according to men in the flesh, but 
live according to God in the spirit.” (I. Peter 4:6.) 

One of the two condemned malefactors crucified by our Lord’s side reviled 
Him; the other, who was penitent, supplicated the dying Christ, saying: “Lord, 
remember me when Thou comest into Thy kingdom;” and to this appeal the 
Lord replied with the blessed assurance: “Verily I say unto thee, today shalt 
thou be with me in paradise.” (Luke 23:42, 43.) 

The spirit of Jesus and that of the repentent sinner left their crucified 
bodies and went to the same place in the spirit world. But neither of them 
at that time went to heaven, the abode of the Eternal Father; for, on the 
third day following, Jesus, then a resurrected Being, positively stated to the 
weeping Magdalene: “I am not yet ascended to my Father,” and added as to 
an event then future, “but go to my brethren, and say unto them, I ascend 
unto My Father, and your Father; and to My God, and your God.” (John 20:17 ) 

Christ and the contrite thief went to Paradise; but Paradise is not the 
distinctive abode of God. To infer that the crucified transgressor was saved 
by his dying confession, and was granted a special passport to Heaven with 
sins unexpiated and without his compliance with “the laws and ordinances of 
the Gospel,” is to disregard both letter and spirit of Scripture, ang to i nore 
both reason and the sense of justice. We find here no warrant for belief 
in the efficacy of death-bed confession as a means of grace. Only through in- 
dividual faith, repentance, and works can remission of sins be obtained. The 
dying malefactor who won from the Christ the comforting promise of a 
place in Paradise had manifested both faith and repentance. The blessing 
promised him was to the effect that he should that day hear the Gospel 
preached in Paradise. In the acceptance or rejection of the message of gal- 
vation he would be left an agent unto himself. The requirement of obe- 
dience to “the laws and ordinances of the Gospel” was not waived, suspended 
or superseded in his case, nor shall it be for any soul. 

For the dead who have lived and died in ignorance of the requirements 
of salvation, as, in another sense, for the disobedient who later come to 
repentance, the plan of God provides for the vicarious administration of the 


' essential ordinances to the living posterity in behalf of their dead progenitors. 


Of this saving labor Malachi prophesied in solemn plainness (Malachi 4:5, 6)- 
and the glorious fulfillment has been witnessed in this modern age. The great 
temples reared by the Latter-Day Saints are maintained in part for the sery- 
ice of the living in behalf of the dead.

Negotiations May Be Open- 
ed With New Russ Govern- 
ment—German Chancellor 
Confers With Austrian 
Leaders.

London, March 17.—Dispatches from 
Vienna, according to the 
Telegraph company’s correspondent at 
The Hague, say that the German chan- 
cellor was received today by the Aus- 
trian emperor and empress at the Lax- 
enburg castle, near Vienna. Chancellor 
von Bethmann-Hollweg had a long con- 
ference with Emperor Charles jointly 
with Count Czernin, Austro-Hungarian 
foreign minister, chiefly with reference 
to the Russian situation. 

Political circles in Vienna, the dils- 
patch adds, are considering the pos- 
sibility of entering into negotiations 
with the Russian cabinet, with a view 
to an armistice. fimperor Charles fs 
very anxious about the matter. The

VIENNA STIRRED 


BY REVOLUTION. 
Vienna, March 17.—(Via London.)— 


The news of the revolution in Petro- 
grad produced the greatest sen'sation 
here, but at present there is no of- 
ficial inclination to pass judgment 
upon probable effect on the war. 
The general opinion here is that the 
course of the war at least will be in- 
fluenced by the moral effect of the 
Petrograd coup. 

Responsible circles here withhold any 
statement regarding the extent to 
which the revolution may influence the 
military operations on the east front. 
Much would depend, they say, on what 
the old Russian regime will do. Some 
@re inclined to believe that the 
peror will accept the new state of af- 
fairs, while others express the opinion 
that the deposed factions will move 
‘against their liberal adversaries and, 
in so doing, cause a civil war, the re- 
sults of which might be far-reaching. 

There also is much speculation as to 
what effect the news of the revolution 
will have on the Russian troops on 
the fighting front. Many incline to 
the belief that the liberals plan by their 
act to augment Russia’s participation 
in the European war, but it ts felt 
here that they will get scant sympa- 
thy from the men in the trenches, and 
that the soldiers would readily support 
the old government if by so doing they 
could bring peace nearer. 

All the press comment in Vienna and 
Budapest runs in this channel. The 
newspapers generally warn the public 
not to expéct too much from the events 
in Petrograd, today's Vienna Tageblatt 
epitomizing this advice as follows: 

‘Let us keep our eyes open, our pow- 
der dry and our rifles in readiness,”

“Fine weather, resuiting in the rapid 
hardening of the ground, has greatly 
aided the British in their successful 
week-end fighting in the Somme and 
Ancre areas, culminating in the cap- 
ture of Bapaume and the occupation of 
Le Tranmsloy and other villages. To 
these successes must be added the clear- 
ance of the St. Pierre Vaast wood. 

“Throughout ethe day (Saturday) 
there has been much fighting, because 
the British patrols are pressing the 
German rear guards everywhere. Ex- 
cept at Bapaume, where the

were upon the enemy before they could 
clear away, the Germans are doing their 
utmost to avoid action. Their covering 
troops began to withdraw immediately 
the British advanced early in the morn- 
ing. The rapidity of their retirement 
showed that the German main army has 
fallen back for a considerable distance. 

“The landscape became blurred with 
the smoke of destructive conflagrations. 
The Germans set fire to Bapaume, which 
was blazing freely when it was occu- 
pied by the British. But tonight the 
British troops are well beyond the 
town, where working parties are al- 
ready grappling with the flames. 

“The operations today partook of the 
nature of a drive along a broad front 
of about twelve miles. The fall of Pe- 
ronne is momentarily expected, as that 
place is believed to have become quite 
untenable. Apparently the only ques- 
tion is whether the destruction of the 
bridges across the Somme will have 
hindered the progress of the British in 
their march on Peronne.” 


BRITISH PUSHING 
CLOSE ON HEELS 
OF THE GERMANS 


March 17.—Bapaume, the 
the German defenses on 
the Ancre river front, fell into 
British hands this morning. Si- 
multaneously Achiet-le-Petit, to the 
northwest of Bapaume, and Le Trans- 
loy, a town almost the same distance 
to the southwest, were, according to 
dispatches from army headquar- 
ters, entered by British troops. 

Bapaume was set on fire by the Ger- 
mans before their departure, which 
only occurred after stiff fighting. The 
fall of Bapaume had been anticipated 
for some time, and the capture of 
Achiet-le-Petit and La Transloy were 
looked upon as a necessary consequence 
of that event. : 

The British public, however, hardly 
had hoped for such a quiek result of 
the continued British pressure follow- 
ing the German retirement, as it was 
believed the Germans would make stub- 
born resistance on Bapaume ridge so 
as to enable them to retire from the 
Arras salient, which now becomes 
more pronounced than ever. 

Apparently the British, following up 
the advantage gained in the recent op- 
erations, prevented this being done, 
and as a result a German retreat ona 
much larger scale is expected by mili- 
tary writers. 

It is believed here the new advance 
of the British brings the Germans on 
the western front almost to the edge 
of disaster, for the retirements from 
the Arras salient and from the posi- 
tions south of Peronne with the Brit;

SWEEPING GAINS 
FOR THE BRITISH. 


Paris, March 17.—French 
Suards have entered the important 
town of Roye, and the French have 
occupied the enttre front between An- 
dechy and the Oise, comprising power 
fully-fortified lines which the Germans 
have held for more than two years. 

This announcement is made tonight 
in the official communication from the 
war Office, which adds that at several 
points the road between Roye and 
Noyon has been reached. 

I'rankfort-on-the-Main has been 
bombarded by French airplanes in re- 
taliation for the firing of Bapaume by 
the Germans. 

The text of the statement reads: 

“Along the whole front between An- 
dechy and the Ojise (about 15 miles) 
the enemy, declining battle, abandoned 
under the preasure of our troops, 
powerfully and skillfully fortified lines 
which they had held for more than two 
years, 

“Today our advance movement con- 
tinued rapidly. Our advance guard en- 
tered Rove, pursuing an enemy contin- 
gent, which blew up erossings and 
streets in the interior section. About 
800 of the civil population, whom the 
Germans did not have time to remove, 
Sreeted our soldiers with enthusiasm. 

“North and northeast of Lassigny, 
which we likewise occupied, we have 
reached at several points and even ad- 
vanced beyond the road between Rove 
and Noyon. In the course of our pur- 
Suit We made prisoners who have not 
yet been counted. 

“Quite violent artillery fichtinge took 
Place in Chammaene. in the region of 
Maisons de Champagne, and on the 
right bank of the Meuse, in the sector 
of Les Chambrettes and the Caurieres 
wood. On the left hank of the Metse 
we directed destructive fires effective- 
lv against the German organizations in 
the regwion of Avocourt. There is noth- 
ine to report on the rest of the front. 

“Last night our afr squadrons hom- 
barded enemv organizations in the 
region of Arnaville and factories and 
blast furnaces at Wolklingen. where a 
rreat fire broke out, as well as sta- 
tions and roads in the region of Ham 
and St. Quentin.

New York, March 17.—New regula-

1¥l17 season. The committee at its an- 
nual session, Which closed here xoday, 
instructed the secretary to prepare cor- 
rections and additions to the code to 
cover the following changes: 

A substitute piayer entering the 
saine must not speak to any other play- 
er on the field until after the bali has 
been put into play; in case any change 
in the positions of the player is .neces- 
Sary, the incoming substitute must give 
information through the referee. 

In case the substitute takes the 
place of the player giving signals he 
nay give che signals tor the next play. 
Dut cannot speak to any player until 
alter the ball is put into play. The 
penalty for a violation of this rule is 
the loss of fifteen yards. 

In order that the present rule may 
not work a hardship, considerable lee- 
way has been given the referee in the 
maxter of inflicting penalties for the 
failure of a substitute to report to the 
game officials before entering the 
play. The new addition to the code 
makes it discretionary with the ref- 
eree whether or not the penalty shall 
be imposed when the incoming substi- 
tute fails to report, but does not inter- 
fere with the play or speak to the 
— prior to the ball being put into 
Play. 

It was further ruled that a goal from 
the field could only be scored by a 
place kick or a drop kick, and the fact 
was emphasized that a place kick was 
made with the ball resting upon the 
ground, which would appear to bar the 
use of the multiple kick formation as 
now in vogue, as the ball is held sus- 
pensed a few inches above the ground 
when kicked.

FROM A GREAT HEIGHT 


German Airship Destroyed by 


French Fire—All of Its 
Crew Lost. 


aris, March 17.—A Zeppelin has 
been shot down in flames near Com- 
Piegne. All of its crew were lost. 

The Zeppelin was sighted shortly be- 
fore dawn and was reached by French 
anti-aircraft guns at a height 
of over two miles. The airship caught 
fire and the wreckage, with the burn- 
ed bodies of the crew, fell outside Com- 
peigne. 

The Zeppelin brought down was the 
L-39. The incident occurred at 5:30 
o'clock this morning. 

The Zeppelin, after being hit by a 
shell, seemed to hang in the air for 
two or three minutes. The crew threw 
Overboard their bombs, which fell in 
a field and many did not explode. 

The Zeppelin took fire and several 
men jumped from the gondolas be- 
fore the blazing fabric began to fall. 
Then the huge mass dropped swiftly, 
leaving a trail of fire. The wreckage 
came down across a wall in Compiegne. 
Thirty bodies were found in the twisted 
metal, most of them partly burned. 
No civilians were hurt.

New crop deliveries led the ad- 
vance, being influenced by reports of 
further rains in the eastern belt and 
the forecast for frost in east Texas 
extending nearly to the coast. Ke- 
ports that further shipments of cot- 
ton were to be expected from the local 
stock and that one block of 5,000 bales 
would go tu Savannah for export were 
one of the factors on the advance in 
the near months, and there certainly 
seemed to be a more optimistic feeling 
as to international conditions around 
the ring.

Large ‘sales of print 
cloths were reported in Fall River 
for the week, and western dealers were 
quoted to the effect that fresh business 
was in success of the corresponding 
time last year. Rather bearish fea- 
tures in the week-end statistics were 
attributed to delayed distribution.

New Orleans, March 17.—In the face 
of the railroad labor situation, cotton 
today made a pronounced show 
strength, rising nearly $1.50 a bale on 
the most active months in the contract 
market. Buying was not large in vol- 
ume, but the demand was met by only 
scanty offerings and brokers found ex- 
treme difficulty in filling buying or- 
ders. Recent sellers appeared to want 
their cotton back and to even up over 
Sunday, while buyers for long accounts 
stood ready to increase their commit- 
ments, even though they were willing 
to concede that a nation-wide strike 
would be a bear influence against cot- 
ton values. The steady tone was car- 
ried to the close, which was at a net 
gain for the Way of 21 to 28 points. At 
the topmost levels prices were 24 to 
29 up. 

With Liverpool closed, the market 
paid slight attention to political devel- 
opments abroad. In the early trading 
there was a gain of about ten points, 
and without any important setbacks, 
the rise was gradually widened, highest 
prices being reached later in the ses- 
sion. 

Back of the buying seemed to be the 
idea that any depression over labor 
troubles would be only temporary, that 
on the first opportunity the movement 
of cotton to mills would increase, and 
that the demand for actual cotton in the 
end would only be improved by present 
difficulties.

RALLY IN WHEAT {WALL ST. ASSUMES 


IN LATE TRADING 


Reports That Government 
Is Preparing to Deal With 
Labor Crisis Strengthened 
Market,— Close Was Un- 
settled. | 


Chicago, March 17.—Notwithstanding 
that the railway labor crisis led to 
much nervousness and irregularity in 
the wheat market today, prices in the 
late dealings showed considerable 
Strength owing largely to assertions 
that the government was preparing 
measures to prevent cessation of traf- 
fic even if the president’s appeal to 
the contending forces to get together 
failed. The close was unsettled, rang- 
ing from lc decline to 1%c advance 
with May at $1.84 to $1.84%, and July 
at $1.54% to $1.55%. Corn finished %c 
off to %&c up; oats down \c to 4c, and 
provisions at gains of 74%c to 30c. 

Uncertainty over the strike situation 
made the wheat market average mod- 
erately lower during the first hour, 
but afterward the advantage was most- 
ly with the bulls. May, in particular, 
displayed a tendency to harden, where- 
as the September delivery remained 
comparatively weak throughout the 
session. Offerings of May wheat were 
notably scarce and there was some 
—_ buying of this option, with the 
emand coming to a great extent from 
houses that often act for seaboard in- 
terests. Other factors than the railway 
Strike received but little notice and 
meanwhile freight embargoes already 
in effect to anticipate a walkout of 
employees had a decided influence to- 
ward restricting new speculative ven- 
tures pending conclusive developments 
as to the outcome of mediators’ efforts 
at New York. 

Undoing of spreads caused May wheat 
to lose part of its advance as the mar- 
Ket approached an end. For the same 
reason, July regained all of an early 
loss. Selling of new crop deliveries, 
especially September, was led by con- 
cerns identified with the southwest. 

Corn and oats were almost devoid of 
features. Pit operators were inclined 
to be bearish, but were restrained by 
the comparative firmness of wheat. In- 
ability to get cars switched Kept ship- 
pers at a standstill. 

Scarcity of offerings gave an upward 
Slant to provisions. Aloofness of pack- 
ers in the hog ‘market operated, how- 
evr, as a drag on quotations in the late 
dealings.

WANTING ATTITUDE 


If News Takes:a Definite 
Turn It Is Believed That 
Bull Markets Will Soon Be 
Seen. | 


New York, March 17.—(Special.)— 
The stock market assumed a waiting 
attitude during the past week, with so 
many possibilities hanging over it in 
regard to the railroad strike and the 
situation in regard to Germany, that 
neither side cared to do anything. On 
Monday there had been a start of real 
strength in the market, with further 
short covering, and with the com- 
mencement of outside buying on a fair 


scale, but this was not sustained when 
the gravity of the railroad labor situa- | 
tion was realized, but when the gains 
of that day had been largely wiped out, 
later in the week, there was no inclina- 
tion on the part of bears to try and 
bring about a heavy decline. In other 
words, no one not already in stocks 
cared to buy them or to go short of 
them to any marked degree, while there 
was no inclination on the part of hold- 
ers to sell out. This resulted in about 
the quietest period that the market has 
had in a long time. For several weeks, 
there has been little public participa- 
tion, but professionals have been in- 
clined to trade on first one side and 
then the other, but it is a rare market 
that not even professionals are active in. 
Peace Rumors Again. 

The buying of supplies for the gov- 
ernment and the steady advance in 
metal prices, also the fact that the 
market cannot seem to be driven much 
lower, indicate that a period of bull 
markets will be seen if news takes a 
definite turn, unless that turn should 
be to the worst things that are feared. 
One of the factors which caused stag- 
nation in stocks and which might have 
been responsible for a break in prices 
if conditions had not been against a 
break on any news, was the peace talk 
which is current. While without foun- 


dation of definite official fact, there 
have been reports that the Germans 
have decided to offer far better terms 
than in the early winter, and sue for 
peace at once. ‘In well informed circles, 
however, it is thought that there is 
small likelihood that this will happen 
until a long try-out has been given of 
the relentless submarine warfare on 
which Germany seems to have based 
such great hopes—or at least professes 
to base such hopes. Considering all 
factors, however, it would appear as 
though even definite peace talk should 
not prove a bear argument for long, as 
there seems to be little incentive for 
driving prices down just now, also little 
success in doing so. On the other hand, 
even tf the war were to end soon, and 
the United States not to become involv- 
ed in it, which seems far from proba- 
ble at present, it is certain that busi- 
ness in the United States will be excel- 
lent this spring and summer. The im- 
petus already given to industry and 
business of all kinds will last for at 
least another six months unless some- 
thing most unforeseen arises ,and this 
should give a basis for advance, soon- 
er or later, in many securities. The 
probabilities, however, so far as can be 
judged, are that the war will last until 
the middle of the summer at the short- 
est, and also that the United States will 
enter a state of admitted war with Ger- 
many within the next two or three 
months. Events seem shaping that way, 
and from the point of view of securi- 
ties, an admission that war exists on 
the part of the government of the 
United States, or a declaration, should 
aid values.® 
Mere Gold From England. 


Call money has held at around 2 to 
2%, per cent during the past week, 
with lenders seeking means for em- 
ploying idle funds, but without any de- 
mand worthy of note. The arrival of 
a iarge amount of gold for British ac- 
count since the first of the month has 
placed the banks in a position where 
they could loan several hundred mil- 
lion dollars more than in mid-Febru- 
ary. There does not appear to be 
much chance of an increase in call 
money rates for a long time owing to 
the large liquid balances which banks 
have, but time money is relatively 
firmer owing to the fact that banks 
are reluctant to tie up too much for 
long periods owing to the possible 
heavy demands which may be made on 
loanable funds if the United States en- 
ters the war. It i's.believed that one 
of the most important things that this 
country could do, in such an event, 
would be to make large loans to the 
allies without collateral. This would 
probably take' the form of advances 
by thig country, the money to be raised 
by the United States through the sale 
of bonds here. 

Financing conditions have improved 
considerably as a result of the further 
easing of the money market, and it is 
believed that a number of bond issues, 
which had been held back, will be sold 
before long unless there is a certainty 
that the government will soon issue 
a Parge amount of bonds. The bond 
market has been stronger in the past 
week or two, with some good buying 
of foreign government issues based 
on expectations that they would im- 
prove considerably after the war is 
over. 

The foreign exchange market has 
been stronger, as a whole, with the 
strongest feature German and Austrian 
exchange, which have moved up as a 
result of the fact that there is no one 
pressing Teutonic exchange for sale, 
while a fair amount of buying has been 
going on owing to further withdrawals 
of funds by Germans in this country. 
Russian exchange has been a little 
firmer because of some buving bas2d 
upon the expectation that Russia will 
recuperate very rapidlv after the war 
is over. Tt fs hinted that another fac- 
tor which may cause considerabte 
strength in Russfan exchange soon may 
be news that the Russian-British at- 
tacks on Turkey offer hope of can- 
turing Constantinople from the Inside, 
and thereby give an immediate open- 
ing for Russian goods for export. 


Fear Strikes Are Brewing. 

The railroad labor situation hag not 
been the only place where serious con- 
cern has been aroused, as there is at 
present a serious strike in the sugar 
industry and in part of the copper 
smelting industry, also some small 
strikes in other places. In the event 
of war, it is believed that labor trou- 
bles will tend to increase. There will 
not only be the shortage of men which 
a call to arms will entail, but it is be- 
lieved that there will be some disposi- 
tion on the part of labor to seize the 
opportunity and present demands for 
many concessions. There ts also the 
possibility of intrigue to promote 
strikes. It was shown some time ago 
that many strikes in this country were 
partly or wholly instigated for the 
benefit of Germany, but before this 
henefit has been due to crippling the 
ammunition and war supply trade in 
order to shut down on the volume of 
business for the allies. If the United 
States should enter the war, it might 
prove a much more serious thing if 
sich munitions strikes were stirred up. 

The reduction in two dividends, the 
failure of several boards of directors 
to take expected action towards in- 
creasing others, and the fact that few- 
er than usual meetings were sched- 
uled for the past weeks, makes the 
week just closed one of the few in a 
long time which did not cause en- 
thusiasm in stock market circles over 
the dividend record.

Trade Shows Firm Basis 
During Week of Sensations’ 


Despite Many Unfavorable 
Events, Stocks, Money 
Market and General Busi- 
ness Have Displayed Great 
Strength. 


New York, March 17.—(Special.)— 
This week, like every other week that 


has passed since diplomatic relations 
with Germany were severed on Feb- 
ruary 3, has afforded a fresh daily sur- 
prise to those business men all over 
the country who predicted that the 
stock market, the money market and 
general trade would reflect adversely 
the new developments in our foreign 
political situation.

No Decline in Stocks. 

That the stock marKet, instead of 
declining on the endless unfavorable 
news developments of the 
weeks, has simply marked time is now 
a matter of record. As for general 
trade, there is an abundance or proof 
at hand to show why business men 
have been surprised that their predic- 
tions of six weeks ago of widespread 
reaction in trade have not materialized. 

First take the weekly review of the 
dry goods business issued by Marshall 
Field & Co., which reached Wall street 
this week. That statement, as follows, 
shows that both trade and collections 
are good: 

Wholesale shipments of dry goods for 
the current week show good gains 
over the corresponding period of a 
year ago. 


Road orders for at-once delivery are

: Steel Statement Optimistic. 

Additional evidence can be found-in 
the statement of unfilled orders just 
published by the United States Steel 
corporation as of March 1.

643 tons. That gain established a new 
high record for unfilled orders at 11,- 
576,697 tons, compared with only 8,568,- 
966 at the close of February last year 
and only 4,345,371 tons for 1915. 

Then there is the week’s statement 
covering exports for the month of Feb- 
ruary from the port of New: Work. 
With our shipping commonly supposed 
to be tiled up tight during February

through fear of the German submarine 
the total exports from New Work for 
the month amounted to $223,000,000, 
compared with $224,000,000 for Febru- 
ary of 1915, when the month had one 
day more. Compared with January of 
this year, when there were three more 
working days, this February showed a 
decrease of $79,000,000. 

But during this January the aver- 
age daily exports from New York 
were $10,000,000. For the three extra 
working days in January that would 
make $30,000,000. That shows shrink- 
age of only $49,000,000 instead of $739,- 
000,000 in exports for February, the 
initial month of the German submarine 
“frightfulness.”’ " 


War to Boost Trade. 


Only one conclusion can be drawn 
from the foregoing facts; business men 
have suddenly become converted to the 
belief that actual war is ahead and 
such conclusions will be followed by a 
period of trade activity even greater 
than that already experienced. But de- 
spae such expectations for the future, 
certainly it would be unwise to discard 
the sate theory that before the stock 
market begins to advance on an actual 
declaration of war, there will be a 
Short-lived collapse in prices. 

Returning to the railway outlook, 
as discussed in this column a week 
ago, the following signed letter was 
received this week:

Presumably the signer of the fore- 
going letter had in mind the earnings 
just published for 493 railroads for 
the calendar year 1916. That state- 
ment showed an iricrease of $547,647,- 
$36, or 17.4 per cent, in gross and a 
gain of $2386,623,427, or 22.8 per cent, 
in net. Moreover, those enormous 
gains to new high records followed in- 
creases Of $152,000,000 in gross and 
$311,000,000, a net published exactly a 
year ago. For the month of January 
of this year, the latest earnings pub- 
lished, with very few exceptions the 
railroads show substantial gaines in 
both gross and net earnings over 1916.

| Military Training League. That

This bill provides for six months’ in- 
‘tensive military training of every boy 
in the country In his nineteenth year, } 
and after that period the boy returns 
to civil life. Thus this training is dif- 
ferent from military service, as the 
latter implies continued service, fol- 
lowing training for several years. 

“Training merely maxes the boy fit, 
for military duty.” said Colonel Crump, 
who is stopping at the Piedmont hotel, 
“and. being universal, applying to all, 
is democratic. Continued military 
service. however, is militaristic, and 
this bill is opposed to that. 

“Tf the boy is taught how to defend 
himself. there is less chance he will be 
ealled on. That is why we say that 
universal military. training applied 
justly to all alike would secure Amer- 
ica against foreign foes for all time. 
Aa things stand now, all men between 
the ages of 18 and 43 can be called into 
service by the nat*»n. They cannot 
avoid this. It is betrer to give the boy 
‘thorough experience before he’s order- 
ed out, as statistics show the chances 
of a trained man returning home in 
health are about three times greater 
than the untrained one. 

“The Chamberlain bill provides that 
these trained boys can be called offly 
in a defensive war: they cannot he 
used for police or strike duty. and un- 
der its provisions. no boy having a 
family dependent on him can take the

DORT APPEALS 
TO FAMILY MAN: 
IS FAMILY CAR 


“The speeding motorist,” says Mr. 
McCollough, of Pool & McCollough, lo- 
cal distributors of the Dort motor cars, 
“can continue to flirt with fate at the 
grade crossings, but his excuse that 
he did not see the white bars of the 
safety gates will lack the conviction 
that has caused sympathetic juries to 
award damages to his sorrowing rel- 
atives in the past, 

“The American Railways association 
is setting a new style for safety gates 
at grade crossings. From now on they 
will be striped in broad bands of black 
and white, painted diagonally. This 
permits them being seen at nearly twice 
the distance of the old style white 
gate and will undoubtedly be the means 
of materially cutting down the grade 
crossing death toll. 

“Railroads all over the country are 
following. the suit of the eastern rail- 
roads in this respect, and many of them 
have also adopted the round target 
hand signal in the place of the old- 
fashioned flag. This is usually made 
in the form of a 16-inch white disk 
on which the word ‘STOP’ is printed in 
large black letters. Few motorists fail 
to catch its meaning and bring their 
cars to a quick halt instead of trying 
to beat the train. In one large middle 
west state alone there were, in 1915, 
95 deaths and 214 injuries at grade 
crossings. The figures for 1916 have 
not been completed yet, but it is known 
that there were considerably over 100 
fatalities in this same state. As there 
will be more autos than ever this spring 
the value of this new safety move is 
apparent. Analysis of the buyers of 
Dort cars indicates that there are rel- 
atively few speeders among them. The 
Dort primarily appeals to the conserv- 
ative family man who wants a car that 
he can depend on to give him a lot 
of service and a small upkeep expense.

STUDEBAKER HEAD 


DIES AT SOUTHBEND 


In Telegram to Local Man- 
ager L. S. Weeks An- 
nouncement Is Made of the 
Death of J. M. Studebaker, 
President of Corporation. 
Local House Closed Mon- 
day for Funeral. 


A telegram received Saturday morn- 


| ing by L. S. Weeks, Dranch manager 


of the Studebaker corporation, from 


' Cc. C. Hanch, treasurer of the company, 
‘announced the death at Southbend, Ind., 


of J. M. Studebaker, honorary presi- 


ident of the big corporation, and the 


last of the five brothers who originally 
established what has grown to be one 
among the largest manufacturing 
plants in the United States, 

Mr. Studebaker was in his eighty- 
fourth year, and while in declining 
health for some time, yet his death 


came as a shock ¢o a large circle of 
business and personal friends, to the 
thousand of employees of Southbend’s 
big industrial piant, and to the agen- 
cies over the country. 

His funeral will be held on Monday 
afternoon, and aS a mark of respect 
to the honorary president the local 
house of the Studebaker corporation 
on Peachtree street will be closed for 
the afternoon. Similar action will 
doubtless be taken by all Studebaker 
branch houses throughout the country. 

In the death of J. M. Studebaker the 
manufacturing world, and more partic- 
ularly the automobile’ industry, of 
which his corporadion was among the 
very largest, has lost a most conspic- 
uous figure. Considerably inore than 
sixty years ago the five Studebaker 
brothers were unknown youngsters in 
their home town cf Southbend. When 
the gold fever of '49 was rampant, J. 
M. Studebaker went west, and after a 
few years returned with a few thou- 
sand dollars, most of it nade, lLowever, 
from operating a blacksmith shop in 
some western town. With this money 
as a nucleus, the five brothers, of 
which J. M. was the leader, established 
the Studebaker Brothers Manufactur- 
ing company. They were wagon manu- 
facturers. Since then the Studebaker 
wagon has been recognized as among 
the best manufactured. Their plant 
grew to enormous proportions as time 
went by. They still manufacture their 
famous wagons, but about. fifteen years 
ago the corporation entered the -auto- 
mobile field. Their cars are Known 
the world over. The Studebaker cor- 
poration is capitalized at $45,000,000. 
Its surplus last year wags $11,000,000. 
It is among the richest corporations in 
the whole country, and its great plant 
has made Southbend one of the most 
important and best known cities in 
the middle west. 

Mr. Weeks, the local branch mana- 
ger, ‘stated Saturday that he felt a 
personal loss in the death of Mr.

‘“T have been with the Studebaker

Weeks, “and have visited Southbend 
often, and grew to know Mr. Studeba- 
ker personally quite well. He was a 
most interesting old gentleman, and 
a great lover of flowers. Hs spent 
thousands each year in charity work 
and ‘in seeing that flowers were sent 
to the sick. Last November, when Il 
attended a sales conference at South- 
bend, Mr. Studebaker hand#d me a 
beautiful carnation as 1 was leaving 
him. I have that flower now, pressed 
nicely and laid away. At the sales con- 
ference Mr. Studebaker made uw very 
interesting and impressive talk to the 
men present. He was a man of pro- 
gressive ideas and foresaw the future 
of the automobile, but nevertheless 
there was a warm spot in his heart for 
the product of his carlier days. ‘Boys,’ 
he gaid, ‘automobiles seem to be the 
thing now, and we are going to keep 
right on making them, but ['ll tell you, 
those little old red wasons looked 
mighty good to me.’ 

‘In conversation with Mr. Studeba- 
ker on one of my visits there,” contin- 
ued Mr. Weeks, “he told me quite an 
interesting story about the history of 
his company. He stated that right 
after the civil war, his was the first 
northern or western house to’ send 
wagons into Atlanta. Put there was a 
big demand for them ‘through the 
south, and Mr. Studebaker always en- 
tertained a high regard fcr the people 
of this section. It seems peculiar that 
he was really the first one of the five 
brothers to start his big business, and 
now he is the last to leave it. Of 
course, his death will in nowise disturb 
the progress or policies of the corpora- 
tion. Its management has been passed 
along to sons and others interested 
from time to time, and aside from the 
deep regret we all feel at the passing 
of this kindly old gentleman, there will 
be no change of any kind in the cor- 
poration.”

SOY BEANS—(Continued.) 


Harvesting Machinery. 


We have mentioned the method of 
harvesting by means of mowers, reap- 
ers or binders and the threshing oue 
of the seed in small grain threshers 
after making a few adjustments, but 
neglected to mention that there are 
Special machines made for harvest.ng 
and threshing the seed trom the vines 
in the field, the vines, leaves and pods 
being left for pasture and svil im- 
provemena purposes. 

Some ten or twelve years ugo such 
machines were being tried out for the 
harvesting of the cowp¢2 und one or 
two were found to be in a measure suc- 
cessful, but they never came into cum- 
mon use nor can advertisements of 
them be found in any of our pupers 
today; just why they have failed it is 
hard to say. With the svy beans the 
machines may be more successful; the 
tendency to shatter when fully ripe 
will lend itself to the successful oper- 
ation of such machines, though of 
course there will be sorae loss of seed 
before the machine can be used and 
some slight shattering resulting from 
the jar which occurs wher the machine 
first strikes the soy bean plants. 

The machines consist of revolving 
beaters within closed boxes which arc 
drawn over single rows of the beans 
by horse power. The doxea have a 
slit in the under side thro:gn which 
the standing vines are s uided by 
mechanical means and the seed are 
whipped out of the pods by the beat- 
ers as the vines pass through the boxes 
or more correctly as the boxes pass 
over the vines. There are provisions 
for the collecting of the seed, as ii is 
beat out, the :losei bexes preventing 
them from flying in ati directions. 

The Prichard and the Gordon har- 
vesters are two of the more successf'1l 
ones now .made and used in North 
Carolina. These machines harvest 85 
to 90 per cent of the beans; to prevent 
the loss or waste of the balance, hogs 
are turned into the fields. It has al- 
ready been mentioned that svy beans 
are one of the best and cheapest feeds 
that can be used in the south for hog 
production. 


For Human Food. 


Several different food products are 
made from the soy bean by the Orien- 
tal people; the Japanese make a sauce 
Similar to our Worcester sauce called 
“shoyu,” a relish called “miso,” a mush 
called ‘‘natto,” and a sort of cheese 
called “tofu.” The soy bean being 
rich in protein is. used (as is also fish) 
largely to supply a deficiency of pro- 
tein in their rations, the main part of 
their rations being, according to local- 
ity, rice, millet, sorghum or etarchy 
roots. 

In America the soy bean meal] has 
been used with corn meal and with 
wheat flour for making bread and 
cakes. Three parts of flour to one of 
the soy bean meal make an excellent 
bread, one that is at the same time 

alatable and more nutritious than can 

e made even from the whole wheat 
flour alone. For cakes, the soy bean 
meal may be used in larger amount up 
to one-half of the batter. 

Probably our high cost of living 
might be measurably reduced were we 
to use soy bean meal in our bread as 
a source of -protein in place of using 
mea, eggs, milk or cheese. As to its 
palatability, the writer can vouch, as 
we were sent some of the meal i:y the 
soy bean specialist of the United States 
department of agriculture and used it 
with wheat flour according to the 
above directions. ._As it is not on our 
local markets, we have not kept up 
its use; probably there may come a 
day when it will be sold by all of our 
local stores, or it may be that it will 
be mixed with the whea¢ flour in the 
great m'lling centers. 

The soy bean crop is one that we ean 
not afford to ignore as we have in the 
past. We think it is likely to prove 
to be one of our best cash crops and 
used along with cowpeas, peanuts and 
velvet beans, to say nothing of alfalfa 
and the winter legumes, what an im- 
provement in soil fertility is possible 
to those who will it. 


MORE ABOUT EGYPTIAN WHEAT. 

H. H. Smith, of Hilltonia, Ga., writes 
as follows: “I have a few words that 
I would like to say to my brother 
farmers thruugh your valuable paper 
in regard to Egyptian wheat or shallu, 
having tried the same and found it the 
/most enormots producer of grain and 
forage L*have ever seen. It will make 
three times the amount of grain that 
corn will on the same _ ground. I 
planted one-third of an acre from 
which I gathered seven bushels of 
clean grain after feeding all our chick- 
ens off of it from the time the heads 
filled out until I harvested the crop, 
which was about one month, After 
gathering, it suckered out and made 
another crop (not as large as the first) 
which I pastured down with my milk 
cows. I find the grain fully as good 
as corn for stock: it is greedily eaten 
by hogs and horses alike: for chicken 
feed there is nothing like it: for laying 
hens it is fine, and also for the grow- 
ing chicks—the little chicks can eas it 
when ‘but a few days old. Plant the 
crop and cultivate it in the same man- 
ner as sorghum. If you can find space 
to put this, | am sure some farmer will 
be benefited by reading sam3.” 


From the evidence that is pouring in 
in favor of the shallu for a grain crop 
in the southeast, it seems that this 
crop should be given more trial. That 
it is adapted to poor types of soils is 
a great point in its favor, some of our 
soils have been so badly washed and 
so thoroughly over-cropped with cot- 
ton and corn that there is but little 
left—so little in fact that corn will 
yield but eight to ten bushels per acre 
on them. We are, however, correcting 
this state of affairs; our average yield 
of corn is upwards of ‘sixteen bushels 
per acre, whereas not long since it 
was down to eight or nine bushels. 
With the many legumes we have at our 
service, with rotations and live stock 
forced on us by European wars and 
boll weevils, our soils are being grad- 
ually improved so that a fair yield of 
corn is possible. It may be that even 
with the increased fertility, the corn 
may be outyielded by the shallu. For 
the present, we know that the crop 
has under certain conditions proved to 
be of value and can supply a great 
need that exists in the southeast for 
a small-seeded grain for chicken feed. 
The tax we pay every year to the 
west for scratch feed for our chickens 
is considerable; did we keep the chick- 
en's we should, it would be still greater, 
If shallu is the answer to our prob- 
lem—let us have more of it. 


FERTILIZERS. 

This is the time of year when all of 
us are interested in the analysis and 
cost price of the various fertilizers 
offered on our markets. Part of the 
money spent each year for fertilizers 
should be looked upon a's a fine which 
we are compelled to pay for our negli- 
gence in the past. 

We are to blame for our faults tn 
not practicing better rotations, though 
not entirely for failure to grow legume 
crops; it was only comparatively re- 
cently that we learned that cowpeas 
could be used for soil improvement 
and it is still more recent that we 
have had suitable varieties of velvet 
beans at our command. As time goes 
on and better practices prevail, t 
will be less “fine” paid in this way, 
though we shall probably always find 
that it pays to buy some forms of plant 
food. 

Analysis of Acid and Nitrate Mixture. 

A subscriber contemplates mixing 30 
pounds of nitrate of soda with each 
200 pounds of 16 per cent acid phos- 
phate and desires to know the analysis 
of the mixture. If we multiply these 
amounts by 8.7 we shall have approxi- 
mately a ton, made up of 1,740 pounds 
of acid and 260 pounds of nitrate:

Eggs 
collected for incubating should be 
turned daily, and no egg should be in- 
cubated over three weeks old. Be care- 
ful in handling eggs with hands that 
are oily or greasy. In selecting eggs 
for incubating dco not use eggs that 
are too small, or abnormally large, or 
irregular in shape. Examine the shell 
carefully and see that it is not too thin, 
nor cracked, or has defects of any 
kind. 

There are two methods of hatching, 
natural and artificial. Where only a 
few chicks are desired the hen ts used. 
To get pullets for winter eg g@-produc- 


tion, they must be hatched off early) 


and be out of danger before warm 
weather. Often it is impossible to get 
broody hens early enough for this pur- 
pose, and of late years one wishing to 
hatch off any quantity of chicks is 
compelled to use some good standard 
make of brooder and incubator. 

As we raise thousands of chicks each 
year we have to resort to artificial in- 
cubation, and use a large incubator 
with a capacity of 2,400 eggs. This 
is a coal-burning, hot water machine. 
We fill one side of the machine and 
start off with 1,200 eggs, then in ten 
days we fill up the other side, and in 
this way have a hatch coming off every 
ten or twenty days. We keep the chicks 
in the nursery trays for 48 hours after 
the hatch, then toe-mark each one, so 
we can tell which pen it is from, and 
thus keep up with our line-breeding 
then removing to the brooder house, 


Brooding. 

When artificial incubating is used, 
artificial brooding: also has to be re- 
sorted to. For brooding purposes we 
use coal-burning brooder_ stoves, in 
what we call our combination brooder 
and colony houses. 

These houses are 14 feet wide by 38 
feet long, 9 feet high in front and 7 
feet high at back, shed roof, facin 
the south. We build an extension roo 
in front 2% feet wide, and give it 
enough angle to keep the rain from 
blowing in when using them as open 
front houses later on. We always build 
these houses about 2 feet off the 
ground, to avoid a hiding place for rats, 
then too it affords the chickens a cool 
place during the hot summer days. 

Each house is divided in the middle 
by a partition, making two rooms, four- 
teen feet square. In the middle of one 
room we set our coal-burning brooder 
stove, cover the floor with dry coarse 
sharp sand, and we are then ready for 
the baby chicks. We start the stoves 
off at a temperature of about 95 de- 
srees, and as the chicks grow older we 
gradually reduce the heat until they are 
large enough to do without it alto- 
gether. 

This stove has a large hood over it 
which deflects the heat down on the 
backs of the chicks and keeps them 
warm and comfortable the same as if 
they were under the mother hen. They 
soon learn to get around the stove when 
chilled, and get as near or as far away 
from the stove as it necessary to get 


ithe degree of warmth desired. The 
l}rooms are ventilated so that the chicks

get good pure air all the time. 

In the other room we scatter chick 
feed in chopped up straw so as to 
make the little fellows exercise and 
work for their living. We have an 
opening cut in the partition so when 
they get chilled they run back to the 
brooder room to the stove, get warm, 
and back they come again. By exercis- 
ing in this cold room it makes them 
strong and hardy and it isn’t long be- 
fore we open the door and let them out 


'on the ground, the sooner, the better. 
These houses are built solid on three | 
isides. The front, including the win- 


dows and cloth ventilators are all put 


in with screws so that as soon as the! 
‘chicks are all feathered out, and do not 


need the artificial heat any longer, the 
stove is then removed, all fronts taken 
out, one inch wire replacing it, roosts

and we now have an open-front colony 
house for the pullets until it is time 
to remove them to the breeding pens 
and laying houses. We are thus able 


to use these houses almost the entire | 
vear, and we find them very Satisfac- 


tory and economical. 

These houses are placed at intervals 
about one hundred yards apart, along 
the edge of the woods, next to culti- 
vated fields, in which we raise corn, 
kaffir corn, sunflowers, etc., thus af- 
fording the growing stock ideal condi- 


tions for rapid growth and develop-'! 


ment. 
FEEDING, 


When the chicks are taken from the! 
incubator cellar to the brooder house, | 
we take an ordinary medicine dropper | 
and drop two or three drops of sour, 


milk or buttermilk in the mouth of 
each chick, and see that it is swallowed, 
and from that moment on sour milk or 
buttermilk is kept before them all the 
time. 

The egg when laid, possesses every- 
thing needed to develop the embryo 
fully and to sustain the chick for two 
or three days after hatching. During 
the first stages of development the 
embryo is nourished by the yolk, after- 
ward it draws most of its food supply

They should be fed a Ilitle every two 
or three hours for the first week. When 
fed in this way the absorption of the 


yolk progresses naturally, the chick’s ' 


organs have a chance to develop nor- 
mally and acquire the necessary 
strength for the digestion of the sup- 
plied food, and its health is not affec- 
ed. If feeding is begun too soon after 
the chick is hatched, digestive disor- 
ders are almost certain to occur 

Our first feed for baby chicks is 
rolled oats, stch as are used for table 
purposes, feeding them a small quan- 
titv every two or three hours. After 
the fourth or fifth day we begin to mix 
in a little commercial chick feed, such 
as is sold by all poultry supply houses. 
We gradually increase the amount of 
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this chick feed, 
amount of rolled oats until about the 
twelfth day when we are feeding the 
chick feed alone. 

Wheat bran with a small amount of

gree, perhaps more than any other sin- 
Keep granulated charcoal 
before your fowls at all times, or feed 
it in your dry mash. 


To get the best résults from hens 
they must have comfortable surround- 


ings. In the south, all our poultry 
houses should be of the open front, 
fresh-air type, closed in on the other 
three sides, so as to avoid any drafts. 

Sunshine is nature’s great cleanser 
and purifier, and for this reason all 
houses should face the south, so as to 
get as much sunshine as possible. If 
possible, houses should be located on 
ns aguas | land, so ag to te proper drain- 
— ampness is a thing to be avoid- 
ed, for fowls are subject more or less 
to catarrhal troubles, which may soon 
develop into acute and fatal diseases, 
all of which can usually be traced to 
a damp house. 

Sanitary Conditions. 

Generally speaking few live stock 
growers suffer as heavy losses from 
disease, relatively, as do poultry rais- 
ers. And yet most of these losses are 
entirely unnecessary, and occur chiefly 
because poultrymen do not appreciate 
the importance of sanitary conditions 
in the poultry yard, and will not 
adopt the simple measures’ necessary o 
provide them. You can lay it down, 
as a general rule, that practically all 
poultry diseases are preventable, and 
can be prevented by proper sanitation. 

There is an old saying that “ a stitch 
in time saves nine’ and knowing this 
to be true in fighting disease on the 
poultry farm, we take advantage of it, 
and wash and ‘disinfect our drinking 
founts every day in the year. Each 
week (oftener if necessary) the drop- 
pings boards are carefully cleaned and 
coarse pine sawdust spread over them, 
which absorbs all the droppings. Every 
month, or six weeks, all litter is re- 
moved, droppings boards and roosts 
taken down and the whole house given 
a thorough cleaning and _= scrubbing, 
droppings boards and roosts thoroughly 
disinfected, and the whole house spray- 
ed with a 5 per cent solution of car- 
bolic acid. If lice or mites are suspect- 
ed, roosts, roost supports, droppings 
boards and nests are theroughly paint- 
ed with a mixture of three parts kero- 
sene and one part crude carbolic acid. 
Four times each year all houses are 
thoroughly whitewashed, which fur- 
ther disinfects them and makes them 
pure and sweet. ' 

When one realizes that 55 per cent 
of a hen’s body is composed of water 
and 65 per cent of an egg is water, we 
then appreciate the fact that their sup- 
ply should be clean, pure and whole- 
some. 

On our farm the water supply is 
secured from a bold sparkling spring. 
The water is pumped into a tank and 
from there is piped over the farm to 
the different yards and houses. 

Fortunately our land is a rich sandy 
loam, with a good clay sub-soil. It 
slopes gently to the southwest which 
insures the best of drainage. However, 
to avoid our yards becoming contami- 
nated and being the means of spread- 
ing any disease, as soon as fowls are 
removed from any yard which is not 
sodded, we immediately spread a heavy 
coat of lime over it, plow it under, 
and sow it to some crop, which always 
keeps it pure and sanitary. 

By following these simple rules we 
have never had an epidemic of any 
kind on our farm. 

Breeding Stock. 


A, large percentage of the poor hatch- 
es, heavy losses and general increased 
tendency to disease, which are such 
serious sources of loss to many poul- 
trymen, is directly traceable to the low 
physical condition of the breeding stock. 


Immature _pullets and cockerels in -k 


the breeding pen, indiscriminate in- 
breeding, close confinement, insuffi- 
cient exercise, forced winter-egg pro- 
duction, and unsanitary quarters must 
inevitably result in a serious lower- 
ing of the constitutional vigor of the 
flock.

lumbus, Ga. 
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buy breeding stock and hatching eggs 
from us, depends upon the proper de- 
velopment of the chick, we watch their 
progress carefully from the day they 
leave the incubator. We require our 
breeders to be exceptional in vigor and 
health, and in order to attain this end 
we see that our chicks are properly 
hatched and housed. They are given 
time to develop normally and without 
forcing, housed in sanitary quarters, 
supplied with food elements that are 
necessary to the production of bone, 
sinew, flesh and feathers in the nat- 
ural health-giving way, and kept busy 
and hustling throughout their entire 
growing period. 

All our chicks are raised on free 
range, which is so necessary to de- 
velop big bone and frame. We select 
out the early-maturing pullets as 
breeders, for they are always the most 
vigorous, and are the best winter lay- 
ers. We do not feed them stimulating 
foods during the early fall and thus 
hold back their laying, so that they 
usually just about lay out their first 
clutch of eggs, which are usually small, 
ac the first of January, then at the be- 
ginning of the breeding season they are 
ready with eggs of hatchable size and 
full of meat. 

Between ‘breeding seasons we keep 
all the male birds off to themselves, 
and they too are given careful atten- 
tion at all times. Their quarters are 
kept strictly sanitary, they are allowed 
free range with plenty of shade, pro- 
vided with clean pure spring water, 
and fed on the most nourishing foods. 
By handling in this manner they are 
in the pink of condition when put into 
the breeding pens, and having been 
well rested most every egg has a good, 
strong, healthy germ in it. : 

We never force our hens to molt, 
preferring to let nature take its course. 
We do, however, feed them feather- 
producing food, and thus assist nature, 
so that the process of putting on a 
new coat of feathers does not weaken 
them, or lower their vitality. 

We have found that we get the best 
results by mating our pullets to cock 
birds, and our hens to young, vigorous, 
well matured cockerels. From. these 
matings we get eggs that are highly 
fertilized and that have the necessary 
egg content to produce strong, healthy 
chicks, having the vitality to grow and 
thrive and mature into fowls that have 
re a good qualities of the parent 
stock.

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The success of the 1916 automobile 
‘racing season was established beyond 
all question of doubt when the contest 
, board of the American Automobile as- 
sociation held its dinner at the Chi- 
cago Automobile club February 1, and 
officially awarded the 1916 champion- 
ship to Dario Kesta, together with a 
' beautiful diamond studded platinum 
' fob, a gift from the contest board; the 
Bosch trophy, $5,000 of the B. F. Good- 
rich company’s cash prize and $2,000 
of the Bosch cash award. Aitken and 
Rickenbacher, who finished the season 
‘second and third, reecived $3,000 and 
| $2,000 of the Goodrich cash prize and 
$1,000 and $500 of the Bosch cash prize, 
respectively. 

This marked the official ending of 
the most successful season that auto- 
mobile racing has ever had and reflect- 
ed great credit upon the contest board 
of the A. A. A. Contributing to this 
success were speed records that totally 
; eclipsed the imagination of the drivers 
ithemselves. These have been made pos- 
‘sible not entirely through the con- 
(struction of the big fast speedways, 
but also by the advancements in the 
mechanical construction of the racing 
cars and the development of Silver- 
town Cord tires, which have jointly 
made high speed possible. 

According to the records of the A. 
A. A., forty-one drivers participated 
in its regularly sanctioned speedway 
events during 1916, in which no less 
than ten speedways enabled these 41 
drivers to accumulate close to $300,000 
in prize money.’ 

At the dinner given to Dario Resta 
and Johnny Aitken at Chicago, at which 
time Resta was awarded the 1916 
championship and Aitken was award- 
ed the runner-up, one of the speakers 
stated that in two years’ racing, Da- 
rio Resta finished first in every race 
his car finished with exception of his 
first race against Ralph DePalma at 
Indianapolis, May 31, 1915.

FRENCH ORGANIST 
COMING. 


A critical review of the first organ 
recital given inthis country (at the Col- 
lege of the City of New York in Janu- 
ary) by Joseph Bonnet, French soldier- 
musician; who will be heard in Atlanta 
on Tuesday night next at the Audito- 
rium, has been written by request for 
this department by Walter Peck Stan- 
ley, prominent local organist, and dean 
of the Georgia chapter, American Guild 
of Organists, who was in New York 
at the time of the recital and met M. 
Bonnet at the reception given by Wil- 
liam ©. Carl at the Waldorf in honor 
of the distinguished Frenchman. 

Mr. Stanley’s review 18 4s follows: 

“The large and enthusiastic audience 
which listened attentively to this great re- 
cital was composed of distinguished organ- 
ists, musicians and critics from New ork 
city and suburban cities and towns, Ia 
fact, many came hundreds of miles to 
hear Mr. Bonnet. Hut, the audience also 
included many hundreds of laymen. Though 
this famous organist is a Frenchman, ac- 
<customed mostiy to the registration of 
French organs and bad been in the country 
but a@ comparatively few days, yet he played 
that large four-manual organ, one of the 
iargest and most complicated organs in the 
world, as though he had been the regular 
organist for severai years. The continuity, 
style, phrasing, regfistration (choice of tone 
quality) were { only inspiring and de- 
lightful, but above reproach, Mr. 
Bonnet’s technique is perfect, but that is 
only one of his many wonderful qualities, 
As he plays without notes, he is unhamper- 
ed by having either to turn pages him- 
self, or to have anyone turn for him. Mr. 
Bonnet posseres extraordinary powers for 
extemporization He made two remarkable 
extemporizations at this concert, one on a 
(;regorian tone, the other on two themes, 
one of which was the ‘Star Spangled Han- 
ner,’ and the other the theme of the ‘Mar- 
seillaise,’ which at this particular time was 
most significant. 

“Mr. Bonnet has the delightful power of 
making things sound simple and easy to 
perform, which in itself is a high art. Then, 
too, he is most generous with his encores, 

‘Besides playing in other places, Mr. Bon- 
net has given ten recitals in New York 
city alone, some privately, as at the home 
of Senator Clark and before the members 
of the American Guild of Organists, exclu- 
sively, also publicly, in the new and beauti- 
ful Aeolian hall and other places, 

“It is most extraordinary for the New 
York musical critics to attend organ re- 
citals, yet they all have been to hear Mr. 
Bonnet and speak in highest terms of his 
wonderful playing and marevolus memory. 
After his private recital before the mem- 
bers of the American Guild of Organists he 
was signally honored by being unanimously 
elected to honorary membenship in the dis- 
tinguished organization. It was my great 
privilege to be present at his first recital in 
this country and also at his private recital 
at the ‘Old First Presbyterian church’ in 
New York city. The critics have not, in 
the least, exaggerated in their estimation 
of Mr. Bonnet'’s musical and artistic pow- 
ers. Indeed, he has evoked the genuine en- 
thusiasm, such as accorded artists of the 
type of Paderewski and Kreisler. 

“We are very fortunate to be able to 
hear this great artist here in Atlanta and it 
is hoped that our auditorium will be filled 
to the last seat on Tuesday evening, March 
se @t 8:16. 

“Mr. Bonnet comes to Atlanta under the 
auspices of the Georgia Chapter of the 
American Guild of Organists and courtesy of 
the Atlanta Musical Festival association.

HEALTH AND 
EFFICIENCY. 


A number of Atlanta’s most prominent 
women are joining the classes of Miss 
Kathleen Wilkinson, head of the Kath- 
leen Wilkinson School of Health and 
Efficiency, who is at present in Aslan- 
ta, and giving a series of lectures. The 
lectures are of vital interest to all 
women, whether the woman of leisure 
or the one who its earning wage. AS 
the title of the lectures and the school 
would indicate, the lectures deal with 
health ag the basis of thoroughness 
which leads to efficiency, and Miss 
Wilkinson seeks to prove that effi- 
ciency is possible to every woman, if 


‘open to all 


she only knows how to apply the prin- 
ciples upon which health igs based— 
heawh of mind and body. 

There is a great deai taught about 
health in schools and clinics, and a 
world of literature circulated on the 
subject, but women are not learning 
how to use the knowledge or apply 
it, Miss Wilkinson claims. They put 
off the application, when every day re- 
quires thax the laws governing good 
health be enforced. 

She aims to teach women how to use 
the knowledge they have. She pleads 
for the building up of the body and 
mind, and then the conservation of 
every force, and she proves in her lec- 
tures and demonstrations that common 
Sense is the basis of conserving tho 
forces, and she shows this common 
sense can be exercised. 

The course of lectures Miss Wilkin- 
s0n explains seeks to establish health 
through cheerful mental states, relax- 
ation, deep breathing, rational diet, 
habitual right use of the body— 
walking, sitting, standing, lifxing, 
bending, stair-climbing and scientifi- 
cally applied exercise. 

The method used is especially adapted 
to bring the organs back to functions 
of health, and thereby gets at the cause 
of the bad complexions, corpulency, un- 
derweight, insomnia and nervousness. 

Miss Wilkinson is a graduate of Co- 
lumibia university and has been a stu- 
dent under Mrs. Clara Z. Moore, head 
of the department of health of the New 
York Chautauqua. She is a native of 
Alabama and did her first lecture work 
before the leading educational institu- 
tions and organizations of that. state. 
The lectures Of Miss Wilkinson are 
women, whether or not 
they are affiliated with any organiza- 
tions, the lectures and classes are un- 
der the auspices of the educational 
committee of the Atlanta Woman's 
Clubs and will be delivered at the club 
house beginning March 27.

THE NEW 
AMERICAN OPERA. 


Concerning the opera, “Canterbury 
Pilgrims,” by Reginald de  Koven, 
libretto by Percy Mackaye, which was 
given its premiere ten days ago at 
the Metropolitan, this premiere describ- 
ed in brief in this department last 
Sunday from the comments of several 
New York papers the morning after, 
Musical Courier may well be quoted. 

Of the music, which The Courier says 
must be credited with more than 50 
per cent of the value of the work, the 
review says in part: 

“Mr. deKoven has not written the ‘great 
American opera.’ about which there has been 
so .much talk for so many years past; in 
fact, there will be a good many millions of 
billions of gallons of water run under the 
bridge before anybody gets around to writ- 
ing the ‘great American opera.’ Confiden- 
tially it may be said that Mr. deKoven had 
not the slightest intention of attempting to 
write the ‘great American opera.’ But he 


bright, fresh, charming, naive, simple, hon- 
est and straightforward score, suitable to 
the character of Mr. Mackaye’s book. What 
is more, he succeeded in achieving what he 
set out to accomplish. Certain ‘high-brow’ 
gentlemen of the critical fraternity may 
have been shocked by the fact that the 
prevailing harmonies are those good oid 
friends, Tonic, Dominant and Sub-dominant; 
aizo, perhaps, by the fact that some of the 
tunes were so easy to comprehend that cer- 
tain vulgar persons whistled them in the 
lobby between the acts. Music of this kind 
is in the minds of these gentlemen an of- 
fens? against good morals. Ali their’ gold 
fishes must swim in milk instead of water, 
so that cnly occasional flashes of brilliance 
are visible, amidst general opacity. If Mr. 
deKoven had taken a book of tragic im- 
port ard attempted to fit it with music in 
the style of ‘The Canterbury Pilgrims,’ 
there would have been just reason for com- 
plaint. As it is, there is no ground except 
for praise and admiration. It is a distiact 
sign of good health in the state of criticism 
in the New York dai‘tes to see that thare 
were only two grouchy dissenters from the 
unanimcus chorus of approval.”

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' Solution of Paper Situation 
Lies in Forestry, Says Houston 


Bs Secretary of Interior, in a 
- S$tatement Saturday, Ex- 
plains Causes of Present 
High Price. 


Washington, March 17.—(Special.)— 


The secretary of agriculture, D. F. 
Houston, today issued the following 
statement: 

“Conditions in the paper industry 
have constituted one of the most seri- 
ous of our domestic problems during 
the last year. Due to the exorbitant 
prices charged for news print, the prof- 
its of the great dailies were either 
wiped out entirely or else reduced to a 
Minimrnum, while the small publishers 
were brought face to face with sus- 
pension and even absolute ruin. Pe- 
* riodical publishers have fared no less 
badly. 

“The federal trade commission has 
brought some measure of relief to the 
newspaper publishers. + But, while the 
inquiry of the commission developed 


artificial control, it developed also that 
there is almost an equal balance be- 


tween supply and demand in the paper’ 


industry. 

“In 1914, we used about 5,000 tons of 
news print every day. Our present use 
has reached 6,000 tons a day and the 
demand appears to be increasing at the 
. Fate of lv per cent a year, materially 
faster than the increase in population. 
Production barely keeps pace with this 
consumption. 

Dependence Upon Foreign Supplies. 

“As if this close balance was not peril 
enough, tnere is the added fact that the 
United States depends upon Canada for 
@ third of its news-print paper, either 
in the form of finished product or raw 
material. This proportion is increas- 
ing rapidly. 

“It is this condition of dependence 
that should be ended. Our own forest 
resources are ample to meet all the pa- 
per requirements of the country. Aside 
irom the waste materials produced in 
the manufacture of lumber and the pos- 
sible growth on 65 or 70 million acres 
of cut-over forest lands in the northern 
‘states, the publicly-owned national for- 
ests contain enough pulp wood to sup- 
ply the entire paper needs of the Unit- 
ed States for the next 40 years. Cut in- 
telligently, it constitutes virtually an 
inexhaustible supply for all time. Long- 
distance transportation and the large 
investments tied up in paper plants 
necessarily will retard the westward 
expansion or migration of this indus- 
try; but unquestionably it should afford 
one means of increasing the production 
of paper to keep pace with current de- 
mands. 

“From the standpoint of geographical 
Jocation and transportation to the bulk 
of the paper users in the central and 
eastern states, the western paper woods 
fall into two broad belts. The first is 
available to tidewater shipments from 
the Pacific coast, lying principally on 
the west slope of the Cascade moun- 
tains in Oregon and Washington. The 
second timber belt of western paper 
woods extends through the northern 
Rocky mountains from the Canadian 
line into Colorado and Utah. This belt. 
shut off from water transportation, can 
hardly be considered « practical source 
of supply of paper for the eastern 
states; but is a logical storehouse of 
raw materials for the paper require- 
ments of the Mississippi valley. 

New Varieties of Wood. 


“Extending the supply of raw mate- 
rials by determining the paper-making 
qualities of new woods is an impor- 
tant factor in the problem. Tests con- 
ducted by the forest products labora- 
tory of the department of agriculture 
have demonstrated the suitability for 


» Various grades of paper of no less than 


twelve new or little used woods, in- 
cluding Englemann spruce, lodge pole 
pine, white fir and other cheap and 
abundant coniferous woods of the west- 
ern States. 

“Almost equal in importance to the 
timber of the Pacific coast belt and the 
Rocky Mountain belt are the publicly 
owned water powers, a second primary 
essential of the paper industry. Ex- 
pertS of the forest service report 
that it is entirely practicable to man- 
ufacture news print in Alaska and de- 
liver it to New York through the Pan- 
ama canal at a cost of not more than 
$35 a ton. When it is considered that 
recent prices have ranged from $60 
a ton upward, it is evident that an ex- 
cellent competitive basis exists for the 
introduction of western papers. 

Mills By Government. 

“The development of private paper 
plants in the west might be supplement- 
ed by the erection of mills by the 
federal government itself. It is esti- 
mated that a mill with a capacity of 
one hundred tons of news print a day 
ean be built in Alaska for two anda 
half million dollars. Even if the output 
of the mill was contined to the needs 
of the government alone, it is probable 
that such a mill would pay for itself 
in no great length of time, while adding 
something to the paper supply of the 
nation. 

“The fundamental problem is to build 
up paper production in the United 
States to keep pace with a growing 
demand and afford a sufficient supply 
at all times to hold prices at reason- 


lable levels. To the extent that private 
enterprise will do this, it would appear 
unnecessary for the government to un- 
dertake it, particularly if the publicly 
owned forests can be utilized for the 
purpose under conditions which’ give 
the public control of industrial organi- 


gations. In the event that private cap-~ 


ital can not be enlisted, however, to 
meet the needs of a larger paper sup- 
ply available at fair prices, it may well 
be that the federal government should 
enter the industry as a direct method 
of controlling the situation. 

“These are the larger aspects of the 
Situation. There are certain direct and 
Simple approaches, however, that call 
for nothing more than greater economy. 
The waste which now occurs in the 
manufacture of lumber is estimated by 
the forest service at something over 
60,000,000 cords annually. At least 40,- 
000,000 cords consists of coniferous 
woods, a part of which is suitable for 
the manufacture of various grades of 
paper, although the cost of assembling 
it in sufficient quantities to support 
a paper plant is often prohibitive. Ex- 
periments at the forest products lab- 
Oratory show that much of this waste 
can be utilized for the manufacture of 
kraft wrapping papers, fiber boards 
and other pulp products. 


Forestry the Ultimate Solution. 

‘So much for the immediate problem 
of supplying the paper requirements of 
the United States today. [Tor the sec- 
ond phase of the proviem, that of an 
assured future suppiy of paper within 
vur OWN borders, there 18 oniy Ohe §0- 
lution: The prawice of forestry to Keep 
up a continuous production of pulp 
wood. There is nothing difficult about 
(nis solution if the latest produciny Ca- 
pacity of the torest lands in the United 
States is utilized. There is no reason 
why the revions now supporting large 
paper-making planas should not dv so 
permanently, as Norway does, if the 
native resources Of these regions ure 
but properly organized and intelligent- 
ly used. 

“With intelligent cutting and pro- 
tection fron. fire, the land will restock 
itself. Unintelligent cutting that 
‘skins’ the land, however, may call 
eventually for artificial reforestation. 
Denuded land can be planted with 1,000 
younsy trees per acre, nursery prown, 
at a cost of about $10 per acre. 

“In other sections, like considerable 
portions of the lake states, reforesta- 
tion 18 not coming about through eco- 
nomic development, or is coming avout 
so Slowly that it wll be far behind 
the need of forest-using industries 
for raw material. In sach regions 
public initiative and enterprise must 
take the lead. Probably the greatest 
need is for an intelligent, far-sighted 
admiristration of the forest lands now 
in public ownership, in one fourm) or an- 
cther, and for the audition of cut-over 
forest lands of low valve to the public 
holdings, State and federal alike. 

“Practically all Zuropean countries 
have found thax a considerable body of 
publicly-owned forests was essential 
in working out their problem or keep- 
ing up continuous forest production. 
The United States will prove no excep- 
tion to this rule; and the building up 
of state and federal forest holdings un- 
der expert, non-partisan administration 
is one of the most important steps to 
insure a future supply of paper ae 
well as other basic forest products. 

“A number of states have made val- 
uable beginnings in this direction. 
“The right kind of land ownership 
is fundamental in working out the 
problem of a sustained sunply of lum- 
ber, paper and other essentia! forest 
products. . There must be a stable in- 
terest which insures permanent forest 
production. This may be supplied by 
general economic development. Other- 
wise, it must be supplied by the far- 
sighted point of view of the commun- 
ity, either through direct public own- 
ership or a sufficient measure of pub- 
lic control to secure the results neces- 
Sary. 

State Forest Debartments. 

“An immediate necessity in the ac- 
complishment of this object is to build 
up the forest departments of the va- 
rious states—to get behind fire pro- 
tection, to push reforestation of state 
lands, and to support expert investiga- 
tive work in forestry. Expert classi- 
fication of receded tax lands should 
have an important place in this devel- 
opment. Cutover lands not suited to 
agriculture’ or which have but a low 
or questionable value for tillage 
should be Kept iby the states and added 
to their forest reserves so that an ag- 
gressive public policy of reforestation 
may be pursued. This is one line of 
attack upon the vital and general prob- 
lem of how to put all classes of land 
to their most productive use. 

“In many cases the proteation of cut- 
over forest lands from fire is suffi- 
cient. In other cases it should be sup- 
plemented by the enforcement of sim- 
ple forestry measures, such as the dis- 
posal of slashings and the regulation 
of cutting to make certain that the 
land will be left in a condition which 
will insure its growth. 

“With public regulation, however, 
should go a vigorous encouragement of 
private owners to Keep their forest 
lands continuously at work and thus 
do away with the economic loss repre- 
sented by the idleness of millions of 
acres of ‘skinned’ land. Such encour- 
agement is justified by the community 
benefits affarded by the reforestation 
of private lands and the burdens im- 
posed upon their owner in deferring 
income from them. The community 
may share in these burdens, as it 
shares in the advantages of reforesta- 


tion, by apnlvinge the vield, or harvest, 


hoe to forest lands which are properly 


managed so as to meet their public 
obligations. 

“A number of states have taken pro- 
gressive steps in accord with some of 
these suggestions. Their local forest 
departments furnish the ground work 
for building up and expanding the for- 
est activities of the state. The depart- 
ment of agriculture also stands ready 
to give aid and encouragemem. Ex- 

erts of the forest service are availa- 

le to advise with state legislatures 
regardimg forest legislation and to co- 
operate with state commissions or lo- 
cal associations of citizens in devel- 
oping the forest policy of the state.”

And all because a certain Grecian 
lady completely lost her head! How it:

diplomatic relations—is best set forth 
in the correspondence between the sec- 
retary of state, the Grecian charge 
d’ affaires and Governor Nat Harris.

line of defense is the navy. So long 
as that line holds our shores are safe 
from invasion. This knowledge largely 
accounts for the popular support of the 
navy and the public’s willingness to 
see large sums appropriated by con- 
gress to maintain the fleet at the high- 
est standard of efficiency. 

Recently a high admiral in the Brit- 
ish naval service gave voluntary tes- 
timony to the fact that the United 
States had the best proportioned navy 
in the world, and one that would be 
sure to give a good account of itself 
in an engagement. Americans belleve 
that ship for ship and man for man it 
is the best navy in the world. When the 
building program already undertaken 
completed, it will stand next to 
Great Britain’s as the largest navy in 
the world. 
| The ranking officer of the United 
States navy is a native Georgian, Rear 
'Admiral William Shepherd Benson, who 
was born in Bibb county sixty-two 
} years ago, or on September 1855, 
;to be exact. Upon the death of Ad- 
|miral Dewey he became not only senior 
ranking officer, but president of the

Given Great Authority. 

In the naval appropriation bill passed 
,last year he was given authority al- 
most equal to that of the secretary of 
the navy. This language was used: 

“All orders issued by the chief of 
/naval operations in performing the du- 
ties assigned him, shall be performed 
under the authority of the secretary 
of the navy, and his orders shall be 
| considered as emanating from the sec- 

retary and shall have full force and 
effect as such.” 

If the navy is called upon to protect 
American life and property on the 
high ‘seas it will be the task of Ad- 
miral Benson and the general] board to 
direct the campaign. This will be the 
most important work which has fal- 
len to any American naval officer in 
half a century. To carry it out he 
will be supported by all the country’s 
resources in men and material. 

Not alone the battleship fleet, but 
power boats to make up the mosquito 
fleets that will guard steamship lines 
from submarines; supply stations and 
the factories that stand back of them, 
marines and naval reserves, munition 
makers and transportation systems will 
be subject to his call. 

Rear Admiral Benson has been train- 
ed for his task by arduous work in 
every branch of the naval service. His 
first detail of duty was as flag of- 
ficer on the old Hartford, flagship of 
the South Atlantic fleet, aftertwo years 
on that ship he was transferred to the 
Kissex of the same fleet. Next he pass- 


ed six months at the Brooklyn navy 
yard, where construction work is car- 
ried on. Later he served at the Wash- 
ington navy yard as inspector of ma- 
terial, entering into ship construction 
work as commandant of midshipmen at 
Annapolis, on board other ships and 
finally was given command of the bat- 
tleship Utah. An interesting experi- 
ence of his career was the trip to 
Polar regions on the Yantic to rescue 
the ill-fated Arctic expedition of Ma- 
jor General A. W. Greely. On his re- 
turn as a captain he was assigned to 
shore duty on the navy advisory board. 
Believes in Hard Work. 
Admiral Benson is a strong believer 
,in the doctrine of hard work. He

In the United States Navy

IRAL WILLIAM SHEP- 

ERD BENSON, 

Native of Georgia, who is now the 
ranking officer of the United States 
navy, succeeding the late Admiral 
George Dewey, has made wonderful 
records in the service. 
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educational advantages, the work of the 
academy did not come easy to him, but 
he plugged away with all the tenacity 
of purpose which later characterized 
his rise in his chosen profession, and 
finally graduated in 1879. 

He was promoted through the va- 
rious grades of the service, and his 
duties carried him all over the world. 
One tour was as chief of staff of the 
Pacific fleet. He looked forward with 
keen longing to the time when he 
would command a battleship with the 
rank of captain, and finally, in 1913, 
was assigned to the superdreadnaught 
Utah, of the Atlantic fleet He devel- 
oped on board that fighting machine 
what came to be Known as the “Utah 
spirit.” He aided and encouraged his 
men from the chief engineer to the side 
cleaners, and the result was a pennant 
winning ship. After this memorable 
cruise he was assigned to command 
the navy yard at Philadelphia. 

When a man was needed to head the 
office of naval operations in -1915, Ad- 
miral Benson was the unanimous choice 
of those who had the power of selec- 
tion. It was a critical situation and a 
trying position to fill, for human na- 
ture runs as strong in naval officers 
as anywhere else. Yet Admiral Ben- 
son won the sympathy and admiration 
of his brother officers from the start. 


Showed Fine Restraint. 

There was abundant temptation in 
the broad grant of authority given by 
congress to encourage a grasping and 
ambitious man «o expand his influence 
in many directions. But Admiral Ben- 
son showed fine restraint and due re- 
gard for the traditions of the navy 
and its civilian head. 

Now as chief of naval operations, he 
is in a position to spread the “Utah 
Spirit’ throughout the whole service. 
He has sedulously eschewed politics 
and applied his unflagging energies to 
preparing the navy, and particularly 
the Atlantic fleet, for whatever may 
come. To the last man they are ready, 
in the words of Fighting Bob Evans, 
for “a f{ienht or «a -frolic.”

Admiral Benson does not belong to 
the school which, sometimes most un- 
justly, has been dubbed the swivel chair 
admirals. During his forty-two years 
of service in the navy he has been at 
sea for twenty-two years and four 
months, gaining experience and skill in 
every phase of life that will fit a man- 
o-war to perform the part assigned to 
it. During all that time he has been 
unemploved only one year and one 
month, or about 2 per cent of the en- 
tire time. 

A brother officer in speaking of him 
said he measured up to the ideal pic- 
tured by Kipling in the lines: 


‘If you can talk with crowds and keep 
your virtue, 
And walk with kings, 
common touch: 
If neither foes nor loving friends can 
hurt you, 
And all men count with vou but none 
too much,” 


The verdict being that ‘you will be 
a man, my son.”

President Ivan E. Allen 
Asks Co-operation of Every 
Member in Big Undertak- 
ings Planned by the Or- 
ganization. 


Desiring to impress upon the mem- 
bers of the chamber of commerce some- 
thing of the various endeavors of the 
chamber and of the work accomplished,

Ivan E. Allen has sent to 
of the chamber a _ letter 
these details are explained. 
He urged co-operation in bringing 
about the results desired. 

Under the caption, “‘Work of the At- 
lania Chamber of Commerce,” the let- 
ter tells of the various things undertak- 
en by the chamber since the first of 
the year, and gives a list of the 1917 
committees. The letter follows: 

Work of the Chamber. 

The Atlanta Chamber of Commerce be- 
gan the year with four enterprises of un- 
usual importance, viz.: 

1. Early in January we had a visit from 
General Leonard Wood, who was looking 
for the location of a cantonment for an 
army division of 20,000 men, to be stationed 
somewhere in the southeast. We are com- 
peting for this with other cities and have 
an excellent chance of success. 

Already our committee has secured eight 
with more in prospect, and we ex- 
pect to satisfy the government and secure 
the location of a division of the army 
here This would add more than 20,000 to 
Atlanta's population. 

2 A committee, headed by Ex-President 
Kriegshaber, has worked diligently to secure 
the plaza, which is intended to cover At- 
lanta’s chasm of smoke. It was unable to 
secure provision for the plaza in the lease 
of the W. & A. railroad, but has hope of 
securing some adjustment of the matter and 
will continue to work on that line. As the 
the result of this committee's efforts a city 
plaza commission was created with Mr. 
Kriegshaber as chairman. 

3. Our committee on the Chattahoochee 
river, of which Martin F. Amorous is 
chairman, by concerted action with similar 
committees from West Point, Franklin 
and Columbus, has secured a mass of data, 
special surveys of dam sites and a mast- 
erly brief on the Chattahoochee’s claims. 

The advantages of the Chattahoochee as 
the site for the federal nitrate plant was 
strongly presented to the federal commis- 
sion, composed of the secretaries of war, 
interior and agriculture, on Friday, March 
9, and we have every reason to believe that 
a strong case was made and we have a 
fine chance of success. The committee em- 
ployed B. M. Hall as hydraulic engineer and 
much careful work has been done. Much 
of the time of the president and the secre- 
tary has been devoted to this work. 

If the water power of the Chattahoochee 
is developed to this extent by a govern- 
ment nitrate plant, it will leave but a 
short stretch of the river to be open to 
navigation in order to complete the route 
from Atlanta to the gulf. 

4. Our committee joined hands with the 
Rome Chamber of Commerce and gave it 
substantial aid in its effort to secure the 
location of the federal armor plant. It is 
hoped that Rome has a good chance of suc- 
cess and the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce 
has the satisfaction of having done a good 
turn for a neighboring city.

Indeed, the overthrow of the Russian 
eiperor might be taken as marking the be- 
zinning of the end of the great war! 

Krom the beginning of the current epoch 
in European history the Russian throne has 
been honey-combed and permeated by Teu- 
tonic influence, amounting at times to actual 
dominance.

THAT RESULTED IN A NEW CHARTER 
It is stated in E. Y. Clarke’s history of 
Atlanta, “that the citizens of Atlanta, be- 
coming alarmed over the city’s financial con- 
dition in 1873, set about deyising means to 
save the city from future bankruptcy.” 


With the statement that “history repeats 
iself,”’ | hereby give for the benefit of the 
citizens of Atlanta in 1917 the following 
account of municipal reforms in 1873: 

In 1873 it was impossible, all historians 
state, for the city to maintain a high ef- 
ficiency under existing conditions.

Of course the first street 
car was drawn by a horse and was known 
as a “hay-burner.”’ 

The Atlanta Street Railway company was 
in 1871 by Richard Peters and 
George W. Adair. Of the $24,000 needed only

“The trouble with a play so disputatious 
is the trouble witb all purposeful documents,’ 
says Bernard Shaw’s “Getting Married.” “Tt 
is the purpose that is fascinating, and there 
is no fun in the processes once the purpose 
is accomplished. So long as one has the 
purblind conventions that Mr. Shaw seeks 
to undermine in “Getting Married,’ there is 
considerable excitement in the scheme and 
plot of his proposals. Then it is really thril]- 
ing that a woman like Lesgia can want chil- 
dren without wanting a husband, that a wom- 
an like Leo can want a lover without want- 
ing to give up a husband, that a woman like 
idith can want a husband without wanting 
to give up free speech. But once these 
impulses have been accepted beforehand and 
one’s mind has dwelt on them, the flinty op- 
position on which Mr. Shaw must count for 
his steely spark is absent, and there is lit- 
tle in the drama except the equation of the 
personalities involved. Of course, one may 
say that it is the vitality of Mr, Shaw's ideas. 
not their novelty, that justifies ‘Getting 
Married,’ and that long as such preju- 
dices as the ones he is encountering are yi- 
able, his exposure of them is bound te have 
verve. That assumes he really has exposed 
prejudices, not tried to titillate his audience 
with a facile perception of them.

“The frequency with which Zante is 
visited by earthquakes of disastrous severity 
aceounts in some measure for the compara- 
tive Jack of prosperity on this lonian 
island which enjoys a salubrious climate, is 
abundantly watered by springs, still deserves 
the appellation of ‘wooded Zacynthos’ ap- 
plied to it by the poet Virgil, and whose 
central plain is a veritable garden spot with 
its suecession of vineyards and olive groves. 

“Zante lies eight miles south of the 
island of Cephalonia, and is nine miles west 
of the nearest point on the Peloponnesian 
coast. Its greatest length is about 25 miles, 
and it has a maximum breadth of 12 miles. 
The western half of the island consists of 
a series of bare, limestone mountains which 
terminate in preeipitous cliffs on the sea- 
ward side, but which slope gradually down 
to the eastward until the luxuUriantly fertile 
central plain is reached. The eastern side of 
the island also is elevated, but here the 
hills are clad with vines and groves of fig, 
olive and orange. The olives of Zante are, 
with the exception of tr°:¢e grewn on the 
neighboring island of Cortu, the largest in 
this part of the world. 

Principal Products of Island. 

“The chief product of the island and the 
principal article of export is the currant 
(which derives its name from its native 
city, Corinth). This small grape, which 
zrows on a dwarf vine, has played and is 
still playing an important role in the eco- 
nomic life of Greece. A mania for currant 
culture swept over Zante and other sections 
of the country adapted to the vine’s growth 
during the last quarter of the nineteenth 
century. Farmers seemed to go mad in their 
haste to raise this crop, just as the Dutch 
went wild over the cultivation of tulips in 
a previous century. This feverish impetus 
to the industry came as the result of an 
insect pest which destroyed a large part of 
the French grape crop in 1877. 

Dried currants were used by French man- 
ufacturers as a substitute in making a cer- 
tain grade of blending wine. Prices soared, 
and Greek currant planters saw enormous 
fortunes within their grasp. Olive groves 
and orange orchards were destroyed ruth- 
lessly to make room for currant bushes. The 
reaction was inevitable and disastrous, for 
when the ravages of the phylloxera were 
checked in the vineyards of France that na- 
tion imposed heavy import taxes on Greek 
currants in order to rehabilitate their own 
wine industries. It became necessary for 
Greece to evolve some method of protecting 
the Zantiots and other currant raisers, but 
emergency laws have not proved altogether 
efficacious, so that what with earthquakes 
and the glutting of the currant markets the 
lot of the island has not been a happy one 
during the last two decades. 

“Zante was colonized either by the Ar- 
ecadians or Achaens in very early times. [It 
remained independent for many generations, 
but in the middle of the fifth century, before 
the Christian era, the Athenian admiral Tol- 
mides forced the inhabitants to acknowledge 
the supremacy of his city, while Sparta's 
sway was accepted after the Peloponnesian 
war. 

Used as War Base in 357 B. C. 

“In 357 B. C. the island was used as & 
base of operations against Syracuse by Dion, 
the pupil of Plato who had been banished 
from his native land, his property confis- 
cated and his wife given to another by the 
tyrant Dionysius. The expedition was a suc- 
cess. but Dion’s career as master of Syracuse 
was short-lived, for he fell a victim of the 
assassin Callippus, one of his own Athenian 
followers. 

“The Macedonians conquered Zante in 
217 B. C., and they were followed by the 
Romans, under whose regime the island was 
a part of the province of Epirus. Vandals, 
Normans. Franks and Turks held the island 


in turn until 1485. when the Venetians 


was responsible for saving the building from | 
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bought it from the last named conquerors. 
The long suzerainty of the republic city is 
reflected today not only in the appearance of 
the people, but in their language, and most 
of the Zantiot aristocracy boast of their 
Venetian descent, while they speak both the 
Greek and the Italian languages. 

“In 1797 the island became a French pos- 
eession. and shortly afterwards was occupied 
for a brief season by the Russians, who 
were followed by the British. In 1864 Eng- 
land ceded Zante and the other Ionian islands 
to the modern kingdom of Greece. 

“\n interesting natural phenomenon of 
the island is a shallow spring on the Bay of 
Keri, where both pitch and water bubble up. 
The pitch has been used by the natives in 


caulking their beats since the days of 


Herodotus. 

“On the east coast is the capital city and 
ehief seaport, Zante, oecupying the site of 
the ancient city of Zacynthos. Its 14,000 
people represent a third of the total popu- 
island.”

The newspaper man is happy because he leads in civic 
progress and sells an enormous amount of new local advertising. The mer- 
chant is happy because he becomes a civic leader and boosts his sales. The 
general public is happy because property is protected and increased in value, 
and because living conditions are everywhere placed on a higher plane. 

The boys and girls have co-operated effectively in all plans for Clean-up 
Week, and the movement is worth more because of its educational value to 
them. In some communities the boys and girls sign creeds like this: “I will 
help to make a clean, beautiful and law-abiding city. These are 
true services I can render to my city, state and country.”

hor Scouts’ reports give specific results of such civic help as co-operation 
in “safety first,” anti-fly, anti-mosquito and clean-up campaigns, improving 
school gardens, planting tres, protecting parks and acting as emergency police. 

School and home garden work may well be carried on as a part of 
Clean-up Week’s work, and it will pay large dividends to the community 
as well as to the children. 

The Ohio federation gives the following pointers from which local com- 
mittees will find much worth while that boys and girls can do: 

A campaign involves the renovation of the interiors of buildings, as well 


as vards, streets and alleys. 

The removal of all rubbish and useless things is most important. Cellars 
and attics, particularly, need attention. Rubbish is responsible for most fires. 
| Some revenue can be derived from the sale of waste paper, which is 
worth from $4 to $6 per ton. 3 

During the Clean-up and Paint-up campaign is a good time to have rubbish 
cans placed upon street corners, for the deposit of paper, etc. Nothing will 
do more to improve the appearance of a town than the liberal use of paint. 
Not only dwellings, but business fronts, should receive attention. Signs 
should be freshened; they indicate prosperity if newly painted. 

Each family should burn combustible rubbish as far as possible. This 
avoids accumulation at dumps and saves hauling. Get a wire basket to do 
the burning in. 

Useless and unsightly outbuildings should be torn down. 
and fresh air are better. 

Business houses need attention. Rubbish accumulates in cellars, under 
stairways, in store rooms, passageways, and in the rear of hotels and res- 
taurants. Look out for rats here. 

Alleys need attention. 

A clean yard is not sufficient; it should be pleasing to the eye. 

Plant grass and flower seeds. Sod bare spots in lawns. Plant shrubs, 
vines and trees. 

See that spaces between sidewalk and curb are well sodded. The lawn- 
mower is a most useful article, and contributes materially to the good looks 
of a community. 

The thresholds of a town should be made inviting to the visitor, whether 
he comes by automobile, trolley or train. 

This is a good time to find out about the sanitary ordinances of the town. 
How about the regulations in regard to garbage collection, the use of closed 
garbage cans, manure piles, spitting, toilets, etc.? Are they adequate? Are 
they enforced? Appoint a committee on this subject. Have the ordinances 
published and distributed widely. 

It is very important that the clean-up idea be impressed upon the minds 
of school children; they should be told also what their parents can do. 

In Hartford, Conn., a fire prevention pageant was held during the cam- 
paign to clean up, with demonstrations of the working of fire alarm boxes 


and fire drills.

Baby Week, May ! to 6 


The first call for a nation-wide Baby Week campaign sent out a little over 
a year ago by the general federation found a responsive chord in the hearts 
of more than 2,000 cities, and, as a result, it is hoped that the 1917 campaign 
will be much more comprehensive and far-reaching. 

Baby Week is a campaign, with a two-fold purpose: 1. To give the fathers 
and mothers of a community the opportunity of learning the most important 
facts with regard to the baby; 2, to bring home to the community a knowledge 
of the facts regarding the needless deaths of its babies and a realization of 
the ways in which it must protect then. 

There are many different ways of managing Baby Week, and never is it 
necessary to go to a great deal of expense. One city last year spent $4,000 
as proof of its interest, but another with the same interest spent not so much 
as the cost of a postage stamp. Doubtless this year, as was the case last 
year, many communities will devise new and interesting features. We are 
especially fortunate in having gs guides for our work bulletins which are 
published by the children’s bureau in Washington. They comprise the most 
valuable information. The first two of the series are “Infant Care” and 
“Pre-Natal Care.” The new bulletin on the “Care of Children From 2 to 6 
Years of Age,”’ and one, “Maternal Mortality,” by Dr. Grace L. Meigs, will be 
ready for distribution before the campaign opens. All or any of these may be 
had by the clubs by simply writing to the department of labor, children’s 
bureau, Washington, D. C. As the acmand ig great, it would be well to 
write immediately. 

The pamphlet, “Baby Week Campaign,” is full of suggestions for programs 
for communities of various sizes. It also includes information as to intro- 
ducing many new illustrative features, such as lantern slides, exhibits, etc. 
Copies of these pamphlets have been sent to all the health chairmen for 
distribution in their districts, and it is hoped that not one club will fail to 
observe Baby Week in some way. 


The Chautauqua of the South 


Concerning the founding of the Chautauqua of the South to be held in 
Macon. March 18-April 7, 1917, The Independent calls this a new era 
that has a nation-wide as well as sectional significance. “To the state of 
Georgia and to the southland it means the establishment of a great rendezvous 
for its intellectual, social, industrial and civic life. To this center will be 
brought each winter the leaders of constructive enterprise and the country’s 
foremost exponents of forward-looking thought on public questions. Through 
bringing to Macon the best there is in American music, art, science, religious 
guidance, industrial experience and political leadership, it is hoped to make 
the Chautauqua of the South mean to the southland all that the parent 
Chautauqua institution, during its forty-three years of activity, has meant 
to the nation.” 

The Chautauqua Home Reading Course has been a most potent educa- 
tional force all over the country since it was founded by Bishop Vincent in 
1878. It has numbered more than 60,000 graduates and 760,000 readers. 

The chautauqua platform has been in many states the forerunner of a 
new and better political and industrial regime. 

Of especial interest to women is the “Council,” March 21-23, under the 
auspices of the Conference of Southern Women. Mrs. Nellie Peters Black, 
president of the Georgia Federation of Women’s Clubs and of the Confer- 
ence of Southern Women, will preside. The object of the “Council” ig to 
agree upon a concentrated effort of the forces of organized womanhood to 
check the increasing cost of living that is becoming a peril to the nation.

DeKalb County Federation 
A Model for Other Counties 


About @ year ago Mr. M. L. Brittain, 
state commissioner of schools, came be- 
fore the executive board of the Georgia 
Federation of Women’s Clubs and ask- 
ed that they undertake the work of or- 
ganizing in each county of the state a 
county federation to be composed of 
all the already federated clubs in the 
or and to organize a home and 
pa ee improvement club in each county 
school. 


DeKalb county was the first to un- 
dertake this organization. With the en- 
couragement of Miss Celeste Parish and 
the esteem of Professor Carroll, a meet- 
ing was held conjointly with a teachers’ 
institute, and the organization took 
place, with the president of the Fifth 
district, Mrs. W. H. §S. Hamilton, pre- 
siding. This organization has a full 
corps of officers, a constitution and by- 
laws, a slogan, a motto, an object and 
great aims. 


Its slogan is, ‘DeKalb the best coun- 
ty, Georgia the best state.” Its motto, 
“Greater Efficiency.” 

This was the appeal made by Pro- 
fessor Brittain and to what he hoped 
to attain by co-operation of the school 
and home. 


Object of the Federation. 


The object of this federation shall be 
to bring the various organizations of 
the county into communicaton with 
each other, that they may compare 
methods of work and thereby become 
mutually helpful and through federa- 
tion grow to be a unit of power in all 
humanitarian work. 


Its aims are to create a need of united 
endeavor of the teacher and parent for 
the education of the children and to 
organize a school and home improve- 
ment clud in every school district. 

‘A constitution and by-laws conform- 


ing to the constitution of the county, 
has been provided for governing the 


schoo] district clubs. An article in the 
by-laws relates to federation with the 
county. 

A librarian and assistant librarian 
are included in the corps of officers 
for each club. 

The DeKalb County federation is 
fully equipped and ready to conduct a 
campaign of vocational education. 

Club in Every School District. 


Congress has at last realized that the 
productiveness of the kixchen is just as 
important to American life as the pro- 
ductiveness of the industries, and for 
this reason a law has been enacted pro- 
viding teachers, paid by the govern- 
ment, to instruct the farm women just 
the same as the farmers are instructed. 

Now, this parent-teacher endeavor to 
have a woman’s club in every school 
district and equipping a domestic 
science kitchen in the school or in the 
neighborhood will make a demand for 
these teachers, or demonstrators, and 
they will be sent to the clubs who are 
capable of receiving instruction. 


The echoo! teachers, with the assist- 
ance of a club and county demonstra- 
tor, could carry the work along suc- 
cessfully, but with their heavy school 
work, could not do it alone. 


If the clubs are united we can sys- 
tematically arrange for helpful meet- 
ings over the county to be held con- 
jointly with the teachers’ and farmers’ 
institutes. 

Professor Carroll offers to the feder- 
ation time and place on all the county

These signs are twelve 
by twenty-four inches in size and are 
a credit to the town. 

Books Catalogued. 


Some of the teachers have assorted 
and recatalogued the books that were 
in the library and have had new cards 
printed. Primary books have been sent 
to primary schools. The library com- 
mittees sent unique invitations to a 
book shower to be given at the city 
hall on the afternoon and evening of 
February 23. The hall was beautifully 
decorated in our national colors and 
patriotic emblems. The entertainment 
given by the children in the afternoon 
and repeated at night, carried out this 
conception. Addresses by Mrs. Ams- 
den, of Atlant in the day, and Col- 
onel John D. umphries in the even- 
ing, were delightful and instructive. | 
Three hundred books and over five 
dollars were showered within while 
torrents were falling without. This 
money was added to nineteen dollars al- 
ready in the hands of the committee. 
Ping 4 are now planning improvements 
in the library room. 

The program committee has done 
faithful and untiring work. We have 
heard lectures from Mrs. Karl Karston 
and Mrs. T. C. Gerome, of Atlanta, on

of domestic science in the Decatur 
High school; Mrs. Alonso Richardson on 
“Home Economics in the Fulton High 
School,” and Mrs. Henry Richardson, 
teacher of this department, sent us a 
valuable paper on equipment. 

Inspired by these lectures and by 
short talks by Professor Campbell and 
others, the club recommended that a 
committee be appointed to investigate 
the prospects and advisability of intro- 
ducing a domestic science department 
into the East Point High school. This 
investigation was pursued with so much 
enthusiasm that the school now has a 
laboratory equipped with water connec- 
tion, a sink, a four-burner oil stove, a 
cabinet, two tables, a number of dishes 
and kitchen utensils and towels, all of 
which have been donated to the depart- 
ment. Two teachers volunteered to 
teach cooking and two others to take 
the sewing, and the classea are at work. 


Membership Committee Active. 


The membership committee was at 
work within one day after being appoint- 
ed. Cards of invitation were sent to all 
parents whose names could be secured. 
A picture was offered to the class hav- 
ing the greatest number of parents 
present at each meeting. These pictures 
are carefully selected and framed and 
become the property of the class. This 
committee also watches for new people 
who move into town. A membership 
of fifty-three in September has grown 
to seventy-five. 

The reception committee always sees 
that the room in which we are to meet 
ise comfortable and inviting, the decora- 
tions being tasteful and homelike. The 
members of this committee stand at the 
door and greet each club member, guest 
or stranger as they would in their own 
homes. ’ 

An important factor in the success 
of a club is the social feature, and a 
most faithful committee has rer of 
the teacups. Refreshments are inex- 
pensive, but are W mci and varied. 

Our next meetin s to be held at 
Church street school March 13, at which 
time Miss Blanche Loveridge has prom- 
ised to address us on “Vocational Train- 
ing.”

The Douglasville Civic league was or- 
ganized itn January, 1914, and has now 
about sixty members on the roll. 

We have endeavored to steer clear of the 
sensational and sought to do only oon- 
structive work from the first. and now we 
enjoy the confidence and support of the 
entire town. 

One of our first suggestions was «a 
cleaner town. We brought this idea to the 
attention of our merchants and shop- 
keepers, appointed a ‘clean-up week" and 
personally superintended the work. The 
result has been quite satisfactory and some- 
what permanent. 

We secured an unimproved grove near the 
center of town, built a nice pavilion on it 
and converted it into a very creditable city 
park. We also secured a small appropria- 
tion from the city council? and, using it as a 
nucleus, raised a permanent cemetery fund 
for the beautifying and general upkeep of 
our “city of the dead.” 

We ran a woman's department in connec- 
tion with the county fair and drew to our 
assistance many 
country women of the county. 

On the Fourth of July we promoted a 
street carnival and ran ~several of our 
popular girls for queen of the carnival, 
raising about $600 for the construction of a 
swimming poo! and presented a street pa- 
rade with over thirty floats that would 
have done credit to any town in the state. 

We suggested to the Southern railroad 
the improvement and beautifying of the 
grounds near the depot, with the result that 
we now have a fountain and little park with 
growing hedge and grass piot where a year 
ago we had red clay, tin cans and rubbish.

MRS. FOSTER’S REPORT 
AT STATE CONFERENCE 


The report of the vice president ger- 
eral, .N. 8S. D. A. R., Mrs. Sheppard WwW. 
Foster, as read at the Quitman confer- 
ence, was as follows: 

Madam Regent, Daughters of the Ameri- 
can Revolution in Georgia: Allow me the 
privilege first of saying that as vice presi- 
dent general, I have requested the state 
regents to send me the following data: 
First, names of chapters in their states: 
second, why such names were selected; 
third, short biographical or histogical 
sketch with, such names. The chapters are 
to send this information to their state re- 
gents, and they are to put it in shape and 
forward to me to publish in a brochure 
As chairman of Memortal Continenta! 
hail, I feel you should know something of 
what is being done at headquarters. I give 
you the following approximate figures, 
showing increase since congress, 1916: 
Chapters organised, 51; mémbers admitted 
5,409; supplemental papers, 1,881; letters 
answered, 2,500; applications sent out, 15.- 
696; leaflets, 1,338; miniature blanks, 1,184: 
information leaflets, 1,077; transfers, 1,389. 
deceased, 284; resigned, 265; reinstated, 21. 
admitted membership, 128,730; actual mem- 
bership, 95,077; a net gain during the year 
of 6,904; donations to Belgium relief com- 
mission, $148,615.99. 

Memorial Continental Hail. 
Aschairman of Memorial Continenta! hail, 
I have not called on the chapters to con- 
tribute any money this year, as I was of 
the opinion that our income should be 
sufficient to take care of our debt on hal!

The department of war has made 
rules to protect the soldier against 
incompetency in the war hospitals, not 
only pertaining to nurses and doctors. 
Medical experts in field service 
are being sent by the government to the 
accredited . medical colleges of the 
country to initiate what is called ‘\pre- 
paredness” medical courses. 


RED CROSS 
SERVICE. 

In the matter of another department 
of Red Cross service which trains wom- 
en as aids to nurses, the course is nei- 
ther so difficult nor so long, but ef- 
ficiency is required. Under this de- 
partment women aids to nurses, as the 
title would suggest, do the more men- 
ial work in hospitals. They wait on 
the acting nurses, work in the dietary 
kitchens or hospital kitchens, and have 
the opportunity to acquire experience 
which would serve them should they 
desire to train for the more important 
duties as nurses. 

But as arduous as the tasks and du- 
ties of field nursing are, and the work 
of the aid to nurses, that form of serv- 
ice in war is probably less tiresome and 
not so trying to the patience, as the 
teaching of an able bodied, de-spirited 
heroic blind man to do the kind of 


work he has seen women do, or some: 


form of handwork against which his 


whole being revolts. 

That is the work to which Miss Win- 
ifred Holt is devoting her life. She 
needs aids, but they, like the nurses 
in the field, must be equipped for it. 
They must know the language of the 
blind. as it is called, the teaching of 
sight through the fingers, and they 
must Know as well and feel the psy- 
chology of the work. 

They must be able to caress the very 
spirit of the afflicted one, and stay the 
hand that would end it all in the first 
realization of blindness. I do not be- 
lieve that this country, or any other, 
will produce many active aids to Wini- 
fred Holt, though such aid is of the 
most quietly heroic order and to be 
urged and commended. 


A WOMAN 
PROPHET. 


In no way depreciating the desire 
of so many women in this country to 
serve in hospitals and in some arduous 
capacity near the field of action in case 
war, I believe there is a woman 
prophet needed at the present moment 
to show the way of heroic service at 
home. Fer, in case this blessed country 
of ours, like other countries, in- 
volved in the present international war, 
the first call will be made to the wom- 
en of this country, as it was made to 
the women of the warring countries of 
Iurope, that they “keep the home to- 
gether’ and “gather the crops.”

Story-Telling. 
Mrs. Edna Lyman Scott, of Chicago, 
is on her annual tour south and arrives 


in Atlanta the evening of March 158. ; 


She will be here two weeks and will 
be the guest of Miss Sallie Eugenia 
Brown, on Peachtree street. Mrs. Scott 
will deliver her annual course of lec- 
tures at the Atlanta Carnegie Library 
school, and she will contribute her 
talents to a recital to be given at the 
home of Miss Brown the afternoon of 
March 24, this recital to be for the 
benefit of the Atlanta circle of the 
Martha Berry school. 

Mrs. Scott is one of the pioneers in 
the movement which has made story- 
telling a part of the library profes- 
sion, and the children’s room one of 
the integral parts of the public library. 
Formerly people who could tell good 
stories were called “reconteur's,”’ the 
French having so many words which 
well express things. But that word 
had in it a foreign note, and sensibly 
the ‘“‘reconteur,” no matter how fin- 
ished he or she may be, does not ob- 
ject now to being called a “story- 
teller.” 

The story-teller really better 
scribes the meaning of the story-telling 
department of the library, for the ex- 
pert in this line must not only be able 
to actually tell a story well, but be 
able to study the taste of the juvenile 
audience in public libraries, and lead 
their interests and taste. Therefore, 
the successful “reconteur”’ in the li- 
brary schools and library departments 
today must be trained in pedagogic 
Psychology as well as dramatic inter- 
pretation.

A knowledge of composition is as 
necessary in fluent speech as it is in 
fluent writing, Miss Garner argues, 
and now that woman’s responsibilities 
and activities require not only public 
speaking, but written expression, the 
woman's college is fulfilling a need of 
the moment in establishing classes in 
journalism. 

“There is no subject in the college 
course which offers so many perplex- 
ing problems as the teaching of com- 
position,” said Miss Garner in a re- 
cent interview on the subject. 

The Situation. 

“Students come from high schools 
to college with their heads filled with 
Classics, including Shakespeare, and 
even Chaucer, who cannot speak or 
write the king’s English correctly. By 
the time they go through the mill of 
freshman English, they do not care to 
elect an advanced course in composi- 
tion. I found that my students could 
write learned theses on literary sub- 
jects, but were unable to describe the 
simplest happening of college life. 
Their study of literary criticism had 
rendered this style heavy and “high- 
brow.” Their scholarly papers, which 
would have done credit to university 
students, were not wanted by the edi- 
tors of the college magazine. In or- 
der to stimulate interest in advanced 
composition and to encourage students 
to write in a clear, straightforward 
way of the happenings of the day, I de- 
cided to introduce a course in journal- 
ism in the Woman's College of Ala- 
bama, in Montgomery, last year. 

Experiment in Alabama College. 

“The result more than satisfied my 
expectations. Never have [ seen such 
enthusiasm for the study of composi- 
tion. Very soon I noticed a decided 
improvement in the style of the stu- 
dents. Not only did the training enable 
the students to express themselves with 
clearness, force and conciseness, but it 
opened a new world to them—the pres- 
ent-day world of fact. They came down 
out of the clouds and learned to say 
what they had to say in a few words, 
Thev studied current events and learned 
to write intelligently of every-day hap- 


penings.

Initial Suit Bids of Two: Initial suit 
bids of two were formerly classed as 
pre-emptive declarations. This was 
Quite correct because in those days the 
Principal object of the bidder was to 
shut Out an adverse call. Now, how- 
ever, it is generally appreciated that to 
pre-empt successfully more than two 
must be declared, and that bids of two 
should be made mainly with the intent 
of giving information. It is true that 
a bid of two may pre-empt, es- 
pecially when it is made in the spade 
suit, but this is merely an advantageous 
incident of the declaration, not by any 
means its real object. 

An initial bid of two in a minor suit 
conveys a different meaning from a 
call of two in a major. An initial bid 
of two shows exactly one holding and 
nothing else. It is therefore the most 
informatory declaration of modern auc- 
tion. It announces that the declarer 


has a long solid suit ready to run and. |

Studied in Japan. 

Discussing her first interest in jour- 
nalism as a profession, Miss Garner 
said: 

“Il first became interested in news- 
paper work while I was teaching Eng- 
lish in a college for men in Kobe, Ja- 
pan—a school now numbering a thou- 
sand students. I was impressed with 
the importance of influencing public 
opinion not only through the pulpit and, 
the school, but through the press. I 
began publishing articles in the news- 
papers. I also prepared a few young 
newspaper men to interview prominent 
foreign visitors in English. 

“After my return to this country I 
taught several Japanese newspaper men 
who came to New York to study. One of 
these became a reporter on The New 
York Times and had Httle difficulty 
with his English. 

“When the Pulitzer school of journal- 
ism at Columbia was founded, it oc- 
curred to me that such a course in 
modified form would put new life into 
the teaching of college English. As 
soon as I had an opportunity I intro- 
duced a course in journalism into my 
department. 

“When I began teaching literature 
nothing was further. from my thoughts 
than the establishment of such a course. 
In my university work I specialized in 
English literature. I have been led 
step by step into a realization of the 
necessity of making college instruction 
in English more practical. We must 
connect the school with the community 
and with the present-day world. We 
must fit young women to face the great 
economic, social and political problems 
of the times. One way to do this is 
to bring them in close touch with the 
newspaper.”

HE newest naval auxiliary de-

at the time of the break with 
rermany was the submarine-catcher 
It is to submarine boats what a ter- 
rier is to a rat—a swift, formidable 
and dreaded pursuer. 

But the terrier hunts alone, where- 
as the submarine-catchers go after 
their chosen prey in packs, dozens 
of them together. They look for the 
periscope of an undersea boat, and, 
when one is descried, rush at it with 
furious speed and try to shoot it 
away. 

If the periscope is smashed by a 
shot, the submarine is blind. It 
moves about aimlessly under the 
water, and must soon come to the 
surface to get its bearings. Mean- 
while the catchers watch for it. 

The catcher ts provided ordinar- 
ily with a one-pounder gun. Itis 
business weapon, firing explosive 
projectiles at a, rate of 60 a minute, 
or one a second. Such a gun may 
quickly sink a submarine (which is 
a thin steel shel}), she be caught 
cruising on the surface, riddling her 
exposed upper works. 

The submarine relies for defence

upon her power to submerge. But, 
to do so, some minutes are required. 
The catcher may steal up to her in 
the darkness of nizht. when, while 
floating, she must work her gasoline 
engines for some hours to load with 
electricity the batteries on which she 
depends for propulsion under water. 
The engines make a good deal of 
noise, unavoidably, which may be 
heard by listeners aboard the catchers. 
Speed of the Catchers. 

Now, the catchers are motor-boats, 
some ot which are able to travel 45 
miles an hour. The submarine, in 
this respect, is at a disadvantage. 
Her best speed (for the latest types) 
is about 16 miles -an*¥hour. Under 
water it is not more than 10 miles 
at utmost. Her “strong suit” is hid- 
ing, 

The British government, at the 
present time, is employing great 
numbers of motor boats in the busi- 
ness of catching submarines—many 
thousands, in- fact. They represent 
an entirely new development in na- 
val warfare. Eventually, doubtless, 
the American navy department will 
build them in quantities, but as yet 
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the only craft of the kind available 
for use are privately-owned. 
Many of them have been enlisted in 
the nuval res under an act of 

_ passed a few weeks ago, 
permits owners of such boats 
tc enter themselves and their little 
vessels as auxiliaries available to 
the government in case of need. 

Hundreds of these poats along the 
Atlantic seaboard are owned by 
Americans of means who use them 
for pleasure purposes. Most of these 
were placed recently at the disposal 
of tne navy department for some 
very interesting and instructive ma- 
noeuvres off New York and the New 
Engiand coast, in which submarines, 
destroyers and flying boats played 
noteworthy parts. 

It should be understood, however, 
that the motor boats thus enlisted 
were expected, in case of war, to do 
many things besides chasing sub- 
marines.

Rodin’s bright blue eves became 
pensive, as though the soyl behind 
them was sad. The great man was 
silent for some minutes, then he 
said: 

“Ihe harder I struggled, the far- 
ther I seemed to get from the truth. 
In every figure I made I was deter- 
mined to express the character and 
truth. I cared little whether it was 
plain or beautiful; it must represent 
the truth and the bold truth.

Hugo I went into the man’s home 
and spent weeks there studying the 
mind of the great dramatist, observ- 
ing his moods and _ idiosyncrasies. 
The same with Balzac—when I 
carved him into marble I devoured 
everything he had written. I was 
too much interested in the man’s 
brilliant mind and his exquisite 
satire to go any further than to more 
than block out his figure in the 
rough.” 

Before the Masterpieces. 

At this point Rodin rose from the 
bench on which we had been seated 
and put the terra cotta pieces back 
the shelf from which he_ had 
taken them. He then showed me 


about the studio and waited as I 
drank in the majesty, strength and 
beauty of his different masterpieces. 

We stood first before the statue of 
“The Thinker.” Here everything 
expresses harmony and_e repose. 
Though the museles of the sturdy 
form show tension and the brows 
are knit, the struggle is free from 
pain. But the effort is an awaken- 
ing, not a feeling of suffering. 

Then we came upon a no less in- 
teresting figure of “Pygmalia and 
Galatea.” In these Rodin shows the 
joy that comes to man in the reali- 
zation of his art. Pygmalia has 
created his ideal in a woman and

breathes his soul into her. The joy 
is doubly gained through the effort 
and realization. The joy in the ar- 
tist’s countenance is not an expres- 
sion of egotism, but of contentment. 
This same thought though handled 
somewhat differently beautifully 
conceived in “The Poet and the 
Muse,” represented by two. busts. 
The poet is veiled in thought, wor- 
shipping his Muse. But tenderness 
and delicacy of the night are seen 
in‘ these two faces. 

This time thought symbolized 
by a woman. The finely carved face 
is illuminated by a superior intelli- 
gence. The form is left in the roug 
purposely to emphasize the strength 
of the countenance. The _ spiritual 
side of woman’s nature is struck in 
the bas-relief of Mary Magdalene 
and Christ. ~The dead Mary is being 
borne heavenward by Christ. Her 
beautiful, placid countenance is 
veiled by her long tresses. 

Presently Rodin left me to. bid 
sood-by to his numerous guests, who 
had been gathered in groups about 
some of his achievements. The cen- 
tre of interest was a masterful work 
called “Eve,” a splendid study in 
remorse. Though every line of the 
figure breathed with womanly beau- 
ty and grace, it is the naked truth 
and shame that made this study re- 
markable and interesting. Though

Rodin, the man. He stood out among 
all his guests of his large 
frame, massive head, dark red hair 
and deep penetrating eyes.

His ges- 
tures, the poise of his head and his 
earnest countenance betokened char- 
acter and determination. His home- 
ly clothes were in keeping with his 
surroundings. He proud of the 
fact that he was born in one of the 
small French provinces and that his 
carly boyhood was spent there. Per- 
haps this is one reason why he pre- 
fers to work and live in the quiet 
town of Mendon, not far, however, 
from Paris, for he realizes that noth- 
ing can give strength like a great 
city. Although, too, he was born a 
peasant, he has risen above his low- 
ly birth. He has assimilated culture 
and received an education that has 
elevated him far above the class in 
which he was born. He never denies 
his peasant birth, however, and is 
rather pleased when he has an op 
portunity to declare it. 

After the departure of the sculp- 
tor’s visitors it was my privilege to 
remain a while longer. Rodin sug- 
vested that we go into the living 
room of his home. As we crossed 
ihe short square which divides his 
studio from the rest of his house, 
he said: 


Marble as a Medium. 

“Most artists consider marble as 
something hard and lifeless, but it is 
a medium of human thought as much 
as are the speaking and the singing 
voice. At its best it interprets the 
struggle and joy of work and love. 
These are the two soul forces as nec-

essary to man as the sun and moon 


to the earth. Work is the power 
that develops man out of the brute. 
it has made him think and made him 
capable of bearing sacrifice and feel- 
ing the noblest inspiration. This is 
not the low, sordid work which en- 
chains man, but the work that de 
velops his body, makes him think 
and purifies his soul. 

“The other great power is love— 
human and poetic. It is love that 
inspires man to surmount difficulties 
and struggle to attain the never- 
reaching goal.’ 

As we seated ourselves in the 
homely, old fashioned sitting room, 
furnished with stiff, uncomfortable 
chairs and lounges, Rodin declared: 

“Subject and inspiration are nec- 
essary to the sculptor, though a 
broad knowledge of art is essential. 
This technique is to be gained in 


Rodin 
two ways; by following a school or 
by working out one’s own salvation. 

“The second is the slower but the 
surer way, It is experience, gained 
by hard, honest endeavor, the work- 
ing out of one’s ideas. that makes 
one’s art strong and gives individu- 
ality. This is the method I use. 

“I never saw the great works of 
Greece and Rome until I was 36 
years old. -The great lesson they 
taught me was not to follow any 
school nor to imitate any man, but 
to go direct to nature, This does not 
mean necessarily to copy the land- 
scape, the man or the woman, but to 
catch the atmosphere and to under- 
stand the ideals and individuality be. 
hind the man or the woman. 

“Some artists find it hard to work 
in marble because it is not plastic 
and does not yield to their whims 
and caprices. To such men I say 
that the limitation lies with them. I 
do not have this trouble because it 
is the soul of humanity I struggle to 
portray. I find poetry and beauty in 
everything, be it Pan or Orpheus.”’

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How Great a Help 
Would the Indians 
and Filipinos Be to 
Us if We Went to 
War? Military 
Authorities Say’ 
Modern Redskin 
Would Be a 
Valuable Ally 
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HE Indians of the 
western plains are 
eager to fight for 
Uncle Sam. Thou- 
sands of them have 
signified their will- 

ingness to discard the war paint and 
eagle plumes for the more practical 
olive drab uniform, and the service- 
able but unadorned trench helmet. 

The first outburst of national pa- 
triotism that has ever swept over the 
redskin tribes finds them ready to en- 
list under the flag they have fought 
for a century. 

And let no man believe that the 
Indian could not fight formidably in 
modern warfare. Captain F. R. Ken- 
ney, U. S. A., an experienced officer 
and one who has served under many 
a veteran Indian fighter, declares that 
in the event of war the redskin may 
be confidently counted on “to do his 
bit.” Captain Kenney, who is in 
charge of the army recruiting office 
for the district of Chicago, declares 
that all the men of his acquaintance 
who have served in the Indian cam- 
paigns of the ’/0s and ’80s hold the 
Indian in high esteem as a fighter. 


+ + + 


“No man ever had more respect for 
the fighting qualities of the redskin 
than Colonel Cody,” declares Captain 
Kenney, “and no one was more com- 
petent to speak authoritatively. I 
have heard scores of seasoned army 
officers discuss the merits of the In- 
dian as a fighter, and have never yet 
heard one of them speak disparag- 
ingly of his prowess.” 

“Of course the day of the mounted 
scout is past in warfare, and it was 
in that capacity that most of the In- 
dians who served under the colors 
have acted. But modern warfare has 
provided another phase of activity 
that is peculiarly adapted to the In- 
dian’s ability. That is the night pa- 
trol. which leaves the trenches 
equipped only with knives and ham- 
mers to creep up to the barbwire bar- 
ricades under cover of darkness to

activity is contemplated. 

“In the ‘no man’s land’ between the 
lines of hostile trenches the Indian 
would be invaluable. He has an un- 
erring sense of direction, a cat-like 
agility and a stealth that could en- 
able him to cover the shell torn 
ground more quickly and quietly than 
any white man. And if the experi- 
ence of our own sentries in times past 
is any criterion, an enemy outpost 
would never know that he was in the 
Vicinity until it was too late to make 
any difference! 

“His capacity for hardship is not 
exceeded by any white man. He 
could bear the inevitable discom- 
forts of campaigning without com- 
plaint and would render a good ac- 
count of himself in charges and in the 
more monotonous routine of trench 
warfare. It is a popular illusion that 
the Indian is not amenable to disci- 
pline, that he cannot fight after the 
white man’s fashion, and that or- 
derly and systematized campaigning 
would be irksome to his nature. Ac- 
tual experience points the fact that 
they are brave beyond the ordinary 
degree of courage, that they obey or- 
drs well, and that they are tremen- 
dously proud of chevrons, medals or 
any other insignia attesting courage 
or. meritorious. performance, 


“Of course the Indians themselves 
vary in type. I would select the 
Sioux, the Cheyenne and the Arap- 
ahoe as the best fighting types. The 
Apache and the Pueblo is the poorest. 
For the Mexican patrol service, for 
which they have proffered them- 
selves, the Utes would be ansur- 
passed. There, too, the conditions of 
warfare would be much more nearly 
akin to that to which they have been 
accustomed. An Indian border pa- 
trol is not at all a bad idea.” 


+++ 


A formal offer to serve the govern- 
ment was recently transmitted to 
Governor Simon Bamberger of Utah 
by C. L. Christianson, who has been 
for over forty years an interpreter 
among the Indians. Mr. Christian- 
son says that in event of actual hos- 
tilities with amy country he can re- 
cruit 10,000 Navajos within a month 
for military service. They would be 
especially adapted, he declares, to 
border patrol duty. Thus, if Eu- 
ropean complications were to make it 
necessary to concentrate troops else- 
where, the duty of patrolling the bor- 
der and protetting American cities 
and towns from raids by Mexican 
guerrillas, could be safely delegated 
to Indian volunteers. The Navajos 
and kindred tribes-are tireless horse- 


Hundreds of young Indian 
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men, excellent shots and fighters of 
note. The fact that they kept our 
own troop commanders at their wits’ 
ends for years is sufficient proof that 
the military qualities of the men of 
the tribes that have produced Yellow 
Hand, Sitting Bull and Rain-inthe- 
Face would make a barrier that the 
raidérs from Mexico would not easily 
penetrate. Recruiting officers believe 
that 30,000 Indians could be enrolled 
within a short time if the necessity 
arose. 

“The Indian was more of a tac 
ticlan than most people realize,” says 
Captain Kenney. “His methods of 


transporting his women and children, 


his supplies, his wounded and his un- 
fit were little short of marvelous. The 
redskins never left a wounded man 
on the field where they had the least 
chance to prepare for a retreat. Chief 
Joseph’s famous retreat with his Nez 


‘Perces is one of the real wonders of 


historic warfare. The Indians have 
proved to.be excellent cadets at Car- 
lisle, and from that famous institu- 
tion there have been graduated thou- 
sands of men who would make ad- 
mirable soldiers and officers.” 

Other authorities on the American 
Indian point out the fact that his 
qualities have been well demonstrat- 
ed in his centuries of stubborn war- 
fare in-the-~face of the encroaching

whites. The scattered tribes of the 
great West were not awed by the 
power of the oncoming palefaces. 
They never were awed by numbers 
or cowed by threats. Instead they 
fought a hopeless battle, bravely and 
dashingly, and with a dogged hero- 
ism that deserves wider encomium 
than it has ever received. The Indian 
has washed off the war paint, but he 
is still at heart a fighter.

These troublous times have 
wrought one miracle. The threaten- 
ing European war has made the In- 
dian, erstwhile inveterate foe and 
scorner of authority, a patriot. His 
next battle will be fought under the 
Stars and Stripes. Little Big Horn 
and Crazy Woman’s Fork have been 
forgotten ! 

There are American Indians in the 
war already, army officers note. Clad 
in the gaudy regalia of the tribal 
dance festiwals, four Indian chiefs 
from Canada recently led a regiment 
of their copper-skinned tribesmen 
through the streets of Glasgow, Scot- 
land. The men in ranks wore the 
regulation military attire. But the 
chiefs demurred. To the _ redskin 
mind, authority and feathers are in- 
separable, Thus strikingly attired

Their gameness, agility and versatility in attack and defense 
have been well demonstrated on the football field. 


they will lead, their men into action 
“somewhere in France.” 

The military authorities are not 
reckoning either without the Philip- 
pine head hunters. The Igorrotes, 
like the Indians, have been foes of the 
United States, have been conquered 
by the white men, but are neverthe- 
less ready to fight the enemy that at- 
tacks the Stars and Stripes. 

All over the Philippines the lighter 
colored races vie with the black Igor- 
rotes in enlisting in the constabulary, 
the military force that polices the 
islands. Many of these khaki-clad 
soldiers of Uncle Sam were bushmen, 
wielding keen head axes two years 
ago. The civilizing influence of the 
schoolhouse. in the wilds is not sur- 
passed by that of the uniform, for 
confirmed bad men - have come in 
droves to take service in the consta- 
bulary which spends its time hunting 
down its own brothers, fathers and 
cousins who rebel against the law. 

Military authorities believe that 
these disciplined forces could be 
trusted to police the islands, to fight 
bravely against all invaders, thus re- 
leasing the regular army forces for 
service at the front. There are, ac- 
cording to military estimates, prac- 
tically 150,000 men in the islands 
eligible for service.
